THE PRINCE IN RAJPUTANA. 

24th November 1921, 

l.eaviiijf Barocia, in the evening His I^oyal Higliness the Prince of 
Wales broke his journey at Rallam, where lie left liis broad gau^^e “special” 
and changed to a smaller Royal train for the journey to Udaipur. When the 
Royal train arrived at Ratlain at night the Prince was given a warm welcome 
by the Maharajah Saheb of Ratlam, who look liim & hi.s personal staff to 
dine quietly, at the Palace. Despite the fact that he was only staying a 
couple of hours for a private tlinner at the palace, the route from the station 
was illuminated in a magnilicent manner, while the palace was one mass of 
golden glory, its beautiful dome showing up in its luminant dress, with great 
effect. As the Prince’s car drove lor the gateway, not only did he receive a 
hearty cheer from the little crowd of Europeans gathered, but he met the 
plaudits of many, conspicuous among whom were a very large number of 
ladies with their children, all dre.s.sed up in their best. The whole affair 
lasted but a few seconds, but the affectionately careful preparation of the 
decorations, the fact that the crowds had been waiting patiently for some 
tunc in the coolne.ss of the evening air, showed that the demonstration was 
no casual affair and it provided in miniature, a toucliing reflection of the 
loyalty aheady displayed by all classes and communitie.s during hi.s trium- 
phal progress, 

Ratiam. 

HI.STORY — Uatlam ib tlic pieniier Rajput State iu the Malwa Political chaijje of the Ccutial 
India Agency. It coveis an area of 902 square mileb, including that of the ]agir of Kheia in the 
Kii'-algarh Ciiicfbhip, which pay an annual tribute to the Ratlam Eai bar and a population of 85,496. 
It wa-, founded in 1652 by Ratal! Singh, a gieat grand-.on of Udai Singli, the fiisf Raja of Marwai 
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RATLAM. 


1918, in deference to t!ie dying wish of the late Maharaja of Rewa and with the concurrence of the 
Government of India. 

His Highnes.s Maharaja Sir Sajjan Singh of Ratlain was born in 1880. He was educated at 
the Daly [Rajkumar] College at Indore. He succeeded his father, His late Highness Raja Sir Ranjit 
Singh, K.C.I.R , to the gadi as a minor in 1893 and was invested with ruling viewers in 1898. He 
was the first Ruling Prince to join the Imperial Cadet Corps on its constitution in 1901. In February 
1908 he was granted a captaincy in the British Army. In June 1909 His Imperial Majesty created 
him a Knight Commander of the most Exalted Order of the Star of India. In December 1911 at the 
Coronation Darbar His Imperial Majesty the King Emperor George V promoted His Highness to the 
honorary rank of Major in His Majesty's Indian Forces. 

His Highness is one of the best all round sportsmen in India and is a keen polo player, being 
the only Indian to be appointed as a Steward of the Indian Pol.i Association. In 1911 he won the 
Coronation Polo Tournament Gold Cup in Calcutta and had the good fortune of receiving it from the 
hands of his Sovereign, King George V, Emperor of India, In November 1921 in Bombay he won 
the Prince of Wales Commemoration Polo Tournament Cup and had the privilege of receiving it from 
the hands of His Royal Highness. 

His Highness is kind and considerate and has proved a very successful and popular Ruler. 
Out of several appreciations from highly placed British Political Officers, the following from the 
Hon'blc Mr. (afterwards Sir) Michael O’dwyer, Agent to the Governor General in Centra! India, who 
visited the Ratlam Stale in 1911, may appropriately be quoted as a happy characterization of His 
Highness ; — 

"In His Hi.ghncss we all recognise the best type of a Rajput gentlemen, — as high a type as can 
be found; a thorough sportsman, who has never failed to play the game; a capable Rulei , 
who woiks .steadily and mio.stentatiousiy for the good of his people; a loyal Chief, second 
to none in devotion to the Crown; and a brave soldier, who, if occasion arose, would not 
hesitate to show iu the name of the King-Emperor the same splendid valour and self- 
sacrifice, that won for his great ancestor, Ratan Singh, undying glory on the fatal field ol 
Fatehabad.’ 

WAR SERVICES — When the great European War broke out in August 1914, His Highness 
was one of the Indian Rulers, who were foremost in offering ail the resouices of tlieir Stales and their 
personal services in the field against the British Empire's foes. Of all those Ruling Princes that went 
to the front, the Maharaja of Ratlam i emained by far the longest on active service, .3 veais and 
months coiilinuoiisly. 

His Highness Sir Sajjan Singh was a Major when he joined the Indian Expeditionary in Fiance 
in April 1915. He was promoted to be Lieutciiaiit-Colonel in June 1916 in lecogmtion of his veiv 
valuable sei vices in connection with the war. In Jainiaiy 1918 lie was granted tlieiankof Colonel 
in the army by His Imperial Majesty the King-Emperor, who abo sanctioned an addition of two guns, 
inci easing his salute to 13 guns (rci maiiciitiy. Field-Marshal Sir Dougl.as Haig, G.C.B., Comm.wdev- 
iii-Cliief of the British Foiccs ill France, inenlioiicd his name in dispatches, hiinging him lo notice 
'tor gallant and distinguished coiidiicl in the field'. The Piesideiit ol the French Republic, M. 
Poiiicaie, piesenled His Highness with the “CrOix d'ofificiei " of the Legion d'Honneiir for distinguish- 
ed services rciideied during the course of tlie campaign. 

When the Maharaja .S.iheb returned home on 29th Atay 1918 after over tlnue years' continued 
active service he was the recipient of heal ty congratulations not only Irom his own people but his

brightly caparisoned, could be seen at one place on the route. On arrival 
at the Residency the Prince inspected the guard of honour furnished by the 
Mewar Bhil Corps and a second Royal salute was fired from Chojan Artillery 
intimating the conclusion of the arrival ceremony and the Royal standard 
was hoisted at the Residency. 

The Prince at Pichola Lake. 

After H. H. the Maharanah, somewhat restored, had paid a call on the 
Prince, went out on the Pichola Lake, on a water picnic. He travelled by 
motor boat from its northern extremity to the island known as the Jag- 
mandir, wliere tea was served. The journey thither was one of incompar- 
able loveliness. The lake’s eastern side, fringed with buildings, which, how- 
ever they may look at closer quarters, gained from the distance and the 
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bright sun at least the semblance of beauty. In unbroken line they rise 
gradually above the level of the lake and culminate in the vast and imposing 
pile of the Maharanah’s Palace. Built of granite and marble, the Palace 
stands upon the crest of the ridge running along the margin of the laked, an 
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towers -it le'ist a hundred feet above the ground From the lake one ma> 
discern the terraces which lead one to another, by flights of steps up to the 
Palace court>ard Beyond the Palace the buildings are few and fii ally give 
way altogether before the jungle At places the lake narrows almost to a 
meeting point At sucli places it is spanned by the pretty arches of orna 
mental bridges and every now and again there occur little islands each a 
beautiful sylvan retreat crowded with palace or pavilion of glittering white 
stone It was to one of these historically the most famous if not the most 
beautiful to which the boats of the picnickers were steered How manv of 
these, as they landed at the edge of the pavilion s courtyard and paced its 
worn and stained flagstones recalled that it vvas this domed pavilion whicli 
sheltered Prvnce Khurnm later Shall Jehan v\hcn he fled ui revolt against 
his father Jehangir or to come to a later century was it remembered that 
when the regiment at Neemuch revolted the European ladies found refuge 
and hospitality within the precincts of this same pavilion 

By the time that t^a was finished the sun was near its setting I here i 
was still one thing to do before the light failed so no time was lost in cross | 
ing the lake to its southern end where stands higli upon the tree covered i 

banks Khas Odi built originally by Maharana Sangram SmgUji hut lepaired

After dinner the guests all repaired to one of the wide balconies of the » 
Palace and therefrom watched Hie display of fireworks and the iHwmmations ^ 
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buildings 


These, especially the latter, were niagniticent. Each one of 
on the islands of the lake was lined in light. Every dome, every cupola, 
every tower, every projecting wall was picked out in ilaming outline against 
the velvety star-spangled sky and it was not the lixed glare of electric lamps 
which lit the sky, but the soft twinkling glow of oil-burning fairly lamps. 
The beauty was enhanced by the water. The rellected glow of the lamps 
stabbed deep into the lake’s depths, lighting up the ripples and the tiny waves 
and drawn out in refraction till the outline of the building above, grotes- 
quely lengthened, disappeared in dancing points of light. Art and nature

H.R.H.’s Tramp with a Gun. 

The Prince to-day was given over completely to rest or more active 
enjoyment, as he should desire. He plumped for activity, and rose m the 
early morning for a ride and after breakfast tramped for 21 hours with a gun, 
and two others similarly equipped. He was after snipe, but there seemed 
to be an entire and inexplicable lack of that nourishing bird. Still it was 
pleasant to learn that the tenacity and endurance of the shooting party did 
not go entirely unrewarded. There were three guns and the bag was eleven 
snipe. After luncheon H.R.H. played tennis. 

27th November 1921. 

A Quiet Sunday. 

H.R.H. the Prince of Wales had absolutely a quiet day to-day. He 
only attended divine service at the i\Iis.sion Church at 11 and afterwards 
inspected 200 pensioners and ex-soldiers at the Residency, 

His Royal Highness to-day observed the ceremony of receiving Mah'a 
Pershad with Puja offerings which were sent by Gosainji Maharaj from the 
temple of Shree Nathji. It was a pretty custom and the Prince was delighted 


to receive tire offerings. 
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Late in the afternoon His Royal Highness said good bye to the 
Maharana, the Maharaj Kumar and other Sardars, and left Udaipur at 5-30.

THE PRINCE AT AJMERE. 

Ajinere, which Mis l/oy.il Miqhness visited ne.et. is on the lower slopes o( tlie Hill oi t'ai.iu.iili 
whose summit is 3.000 feet above se.i-level. It is an ancient city of ureal histone nnpoi lance. It was 
founded as far liack as H5 A.D. and is cclehiatcd foi its shiines which aie lield in sreal reveieiice 
tliroujilioiit India, li contains a mausoleum of a ^re.at saint, Chisti, which even Kmperoi Aktiai 
visited. One of the mos| uileresliiiH places ni Ajmere is the Durnali which attiacts both Maliomedan 
and Hindu votaiies. It is chiefly noted as the Imiial pl.ice of Khwaja Muin-ud-din Chisti, a saint who 
was one of a family ot notable saints, 'fhe tomb of the saint is a rare btiildinji of white iiiaible, one 
of the entrances having a silvei aich, Xem by are the tombs of the saint’s dau.qhter and that of Shah 
Jahan. One of the most intercstintJ modem tniildiuKs in Ajmere is the Mayo Collette which w;is open- 
ed by Lord Diifferin as far b.aek :is 1875 for the education of yoiiiif; Rajput Princes. The College is 
playing an important part in imparting education to sons of Indian Princes from various parts of the 
country. One of the most interesting sights at Ajmere is Ana-Sagar, a be.auliful artificial lake con- 
structed in the middle of tlie eleventh century by R.aja Ana ami therefore, immed after him. The 
marble pavilions on the embankment were erected by Shah jahan, Ajmere is the head-quarters of the 
Agent to the Governor General in the Rajpulana and possessc.s one of the largest and finest Rnilwav 
workshops in India.

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ilate of the coniiiiencemeiit of the educational work of tlie Mayo College. Tlie hoarding houses which 
were built and are supported by the States whose names they bear arc ten in nuinbcr. The generosity 
of tlie Princes of Kajputana has added from time to time other essential buildings, the Colvin House 
for tlie smaller boys, an c.\cellent hospital, a inagnilicent Cricket pavilion and e.\tra houses for the 
accommodation of tlie Knglish Staff, and with generous assistance from the Government of India, the 
new wing of the main huitdiiig through which Voiir Hoyal Highness will shortly pass. In 1902 Lord 
Cur/on turned his attention to the Chiefs’ Colleges with the result that the Mayo College benefited 
greatly by leceiving a fuller Knglish and Indian Staff and by the strengthening of its financial position. 

“The interest which Your Royal Highness has .shown in the work of the College by your graci- 
ous presence here to-day cannot but kindle a new enthusiasm in our many supporters. As regards 
our aims: we endeavour to create here in Indi.a, the public school spirit which h.as never failed the 
Empire in any part of its wide spread territoiics. Courage, purity, honesty, self reliance, initiative, 
industry, these are the virtues we endeavour to cultivate. At the same time we encourage all kinds 
of manly games in which many of our boys have attained a high state of proficiency. 

“Eton looks back to her ancestors, her traditions arc all powerful and they arc for good; here 
in Ajmerc we are the ancestors; there is but a little distance for us to look back, still we can say that 
we have pioduced men, some of whom .support Yoiir Royal Highne.ss to-day, more of whom in hum- 
bler walks of life are set ving the Empire in India, carrying the lessons learned here to support and 
strengthen them. I may here mention that thirty five Ruling Priuce.s or their direct heirs have receiv- 
ed their education at the Mayo College. 

“There are other Chiefs' Colleges in India. At Rajkot, Lahore, Indore, Raipur llouiish our 
sister Colleges but we claim to be ‘piima inter pares'. We arc in complete sympathy with our sisters 
and in visiting us Your Royal Highne.s.s visits them, for they arc one with us in their etTerts, aims, 
and ideals. 

“I cannot close without acknowledging how inspiring an intluence the King Emperor and the 
Queen Empress, Your Royal Highness and .all your illustrious family e.N'crcised over us during the 
dai k days of our struggle for world liberty. 

“Your Roy, al Highness we are rightly grateful: we have nothing to give in return e.vcept our 
devoted loyalty, and it is our prayer that you will accept that our offeringand lay if at the feet of our 
Imperial Sovereigns.” 

After cii.stribiiting tlie prizes, which were for various subjects in the 
eight main classes, the Prince replying said; — 

“I am very grateful for the enthusi.astic and loyal welcome which the Mayo College has ex- 
tended to me. I h.avc been looking forward particularly to my visit to Ajmerc because I knew I should 
catch a glimpse of tlie Eton of India, of which I have so often lieard, I have met several of your old 
boys during the past few ye.ars in England; and I liavc felt that I should like some day to see tlie 
College of which they speak with sucli affection and pride. 

I can well imagine the hasting impression which scliool life in these fine buildings and among 
these beautiful surroundings must produce on the boys who are privileged to come here; and the states 
which have founded and endowed this institution with the help of the Government of India may well 
be proud of what has been done. 

“It is true, as your principal has said, that your College lacks the antiquity and inherited 
standards of Eton: hut its life has been long enough to build up a sound tradition and high ideals of

The Prince’s First Pig. 

The Prince killed his first pig this morning in Jodhpur. Dining 
quietly at the Palace, the Prince was up betimes in the darkness of 6 o’clock 
of a cold wcatlier morning, and witli a few of his staff, made his way to the 
rendezvous. Tiie Maharaja and Sir Pratap Singhji were of course out. The 
Prince speared and killed a fine boar; others falling to Lord Cromer and 
Colonel Harvey, wliile a fourth was speared by Colonel Worgan and Mr, de 
Monl-morcncy, the fifth falling in a heat, in which the Prince took part, to 
the spear of Captain Metcalfe. 

Review of the Jodhpur Lancers. 

The Prince of Wales reviewed in the afternoon the Jodhpur Imperial 
Service Lancers on the parade ground. .4 large number of people attended, 
including all the civil and military ofTicers and some sardars of the State. 
The Prince rode from the palaqc on a fine country-bred pony of the Army 
Remount Department. Wiicn he arrived at the flag staff the Royal Standard 
was hoisted, and the band played the National Anthem. 

The Maharajah of Jodhpur rode up to the Prince and saluted him and 
gave the order for tlie march past. The Prince took the salute, when, after 
the march past, the Lancers trolled and then galloped. The Prince, riding 
up to the officers, tlianked them for the smart bearing of the men and con- 
gratulated them on their heroic deeds in the European War. 

After the review, the Prince presented the following medals: —Hony. 
Lt. Thakur Jhoda Bhagawan Singh, 20th Cavalry, — second class Indian Order 
of Merit; Risaldar Shailan Singh, Jodhpur Lancers — second class, Indian 
Order of Merit; Sowar Bhagawan Singh — Indian Distinguished Service

Service Medal; Daffadar Suraj Baksh Singh, — Indian Meritorious Service, 
and Sowar Bakhu Khan, Indian Meritorious Service medal.

— 'I'he Heii'ninU Family of Bikaner is of the Hathor clan of Rajputs, and the State 
was founded in 1 ‘165 A.D, liy Ran Bikaji, son of Rao Jodhaji, Ruler of Marwar (Jodhpur) and after 
him both the Capital and the State aie naiiied. Bika died in 1504 A.D., and his successors ftradnallv 
extended and consolidated their possessions until ill J541 A.D. Maldco, chief of Jodhpur (Marwar), 
iiiv.ided (he coiiiitiy, slew the R.io Jet Siiitih, captured the foil and the capital, and possessed himself 
of ahonl half tlie leiiitoiy. ’riie fort was, however, retaken by Bikaner troops in 1544 A.D.; and in 
the same year, Kalyan Siii);h, son and successor of Jet SiiiRh, joined the linperial army near Delhi, 
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niarcUeil with it to Ajnicr and was present at the battle near that Cit>, in which Maldeo was defeated 
Ml)an ‘^ingh wa': succeeded b> Ins son Rai Singbji the first to receive the title of Ra;a was one of

Aiteiit, the piineipal Sardats, and other 
politieai ollieets. .\ftei the inspeetion of the {ttiatd (>{ honour, tfie f'n'nee 
left the si.itiiin, eseoiled hy Itdanici C.imel Ci'ips. A toyal salute was liicd, 
and the haml played the National ,\nlhetn. 

Tile hue huildin)^s aloii^ the loute weic eiowded with people, sonic 
of whom sani^ ueitd soii.ys as the Royal ptocessnm p.issed, others utteiiii}' 
a s4ioanhl;e sound of deep oheis.uu e, while otheis reiiiained in that impassive 
attitude of respect, so pievalent in tlie leal east. Tlie Riince's arrival .it the 
station uas accoinpained hy the usual ceieiiionies. hut lie found a new 
featuic in the Camel Coips escoit. which drawn up in a hufic semi-circle, 
over a hiiiidied slioiiy, foiined up in front and hehind the Royal cania.i^es 
with stalely piecision. 'Hie hoi ses admirably stood the test of the straiijte- 
iicss of association with sucii unusual colleagues. .As the procession made 
its uay to the palace it aioused special ciilhusiasiii from hundreds of school 
childicn “tonped at dillciciit points of vaiilaije, hut the almost endless lines 
of Siidais and Iheii retainers were second only to a hit,' crowd of .some two 
thousand c.\'-Seivice men who had come in specially to .i;ieet the Prince. 

The tiiumphal arches on the way were well designed, the most elective 
one heinji made entirely of old lilies, hayoiicfs and swords, just near the 
Camel Coips line and ^tmrded by a detachment of that famous corps. 
Klephunts and the inevitable drummers on Imrsebaek, with their ji.aily clothed 
‘Naoara' added their ;^lory to the bewildcrin;' line of colour marking out the 
procession '.s course. 

Quickly on arrival at the palace, the ceremony of 'Mizaj Furs' was 
performed and in the Lalgarh Palace, where the Prince was staying, the 
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Mahanji paid the custoimn state Msit T| e Duibar on tlie Princes return 
\isit tool place at the Ganga \i\as Palace 
The Durhar 

Long before noon whicli was the houi foi liis Rojal Highness arm il 
the Durbar Hall was hlled with the Duibaus of the State a large number 
of whom included the Seths and ''ahoolars tie big moneylenders retiied 
army officers and e\ ser\ice men and military officers of various regiments 
of cavalry and infantry whose bnlliant uniforms blazing with gold 1 ice and 
colour added not a little to the lustre of the Durbar Ihe Members of the 
Executive Council of the State sat on the left and the right Beliind them 
were the powerful Thai urs Mutasaddis and various other dignitaries of the 
State The two sons of the Maharaja «at on two chairs a little behind the 
Maharaja and the members of the Royal family were sitting opposite 

Punctually at noon the booming of tie Roval salute 1 eralded tie 
arrival of the distinguished guest who accompanied hv tie Maharaja and 
Ins own staff entered the Durbar Hall amid a cliorus f welccme from fiic 
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Durbari.s. It remiiKled one of the old days of India’s s^lory when the great 
Moghul used to receive homage in a similar way from the warrior cliieflains 
of Rajastan, and his Royal Highness was evidently much impressed by it, 
as was evident fi'om his serene and sober face. 

After llieir Highnesses had taken their seats on chairs of gold, and the 
Chhobadars carrying massive morchhals and gold sticks had taken their 
places behind them, the master of ceiemonies stepped forward and announced 
the name of the Rawat of Rawatsar. The Rawat is one of the biggest chiefs 
of tlie State, owning a Jagir of one lakh annual income. All the principal 
Jagirdars of the State presented their Nuzzer to the Prince, and one could 
see that H.R.H. was profoundly interested in the ceremony. 

The chief thing that struck the audience was the royal grace and 
unembarrassed manner of the Prince so that an old courtier exclaimed, 
“He is every inch a Prince.’’ Nuzzersover, three chobdars entered with trays 
in their hands carrying the itar and pan, without which no Oriental Durbar 
is complete. They made three Salaams in the oriental fashion which were 
graciously acknowledged by the Prince with his hand. The Maharaja stood 
up and so did tlie Prince, one to present and ihc other to receive t!ie garland 
and pan and itar. As the Prince was garlanded he looked said a courtier, 
like a “doolaha’’ (bridegroom). 

Inspection of State Troops. 

Bikaner in the afternoon gave a military display well in keeping with the 
magnificent achievements of her celebrated Ganga Risala — the Bikaner 
Camel Corps — in Egypt and Palestine. With the energy that no heat or 
change of climate seems to daunt, the Prince after tlie ceremonies of the 
morning and a light ‘liffiii’, played a few sets of tennis and by five o'clock 
he was in Set vice Dress riding on to the parade ground for the review of 
the Bikaner troops. The Ganga Risala is named after the present Maharajah, 
while the other units on parade were the Camel Corps, Artillery, in green; 
the Dungar Lauceis, named after the late Maharaja, in dark blue; the Body 
Guard in French grey and silver, and the Sadul Light Infantry named after 
their Colonel-in-Chief, the Maharajah’s Heir- Apparent, in the scarlet tunics, 
blue trousers and white leggings of Indian Infantry. The Maharaja was 
in the white full dress of his own corps, while the little klaharaj Bijey Singh 
was in the uniform of the Dungar Lancers, as their Colonel-in-Chief. 
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After the inspection and the return of the Prince to the flag staff, the 
march past began First came the green coated Artillerj. The Bod\ Guard 
followed with tiie smartness that such a favoured band of men must alwavs 
displaj , the Dungar Lancers no less proudly succeeded and tlien came the 
Risala in half a dozen companies in line A few minutes later the Artiller) 
and Ganga Risala came past at the trot and fliialh thej formed up witli the 
rest of the regiments in a long line facing the Prince Cheers for the King- 
Emperor and for Ins son were then called for b> tlie Maharaja waving his 
sword for each beat of the si\ volleys of “luirrahs” which went ringing down 
the line and were carried off weirdlj into the desert spaces bevond With 
the extraordinarilj good stage management, characterising the whole sliow, 
Bo) Scouts oapidly took the stage, spelt out a message of welcome to the 
Prince in signal flags— the> were evtraotdinanl) efhcient and no one would 
have thought thej had been onh three months at the game — were inspected 
and gave waj to the officers of the reviewed regiments who were all presented 
to the Prince Now tlie 1,600 hundred e\ soldiers — some from the Indian 
Arm> from the Risala — formed up in three sides of a square and two lines 
face to (ace Ihe Prince walked between, and hnall^ paid much attention 
to a crippled man in a cliair who Ind found in his war service permanent 
disablement With heart> cheers a most impressive and >et verv unaffected

In iccognition of these sei vices, His Highness leceived a pcimaiiciit local salute of 
19 Guns, and the honoiai y lank of Majoi in the Biitisli Army. He has now been piomoted to the 
lank of Lieut .-Colonel. 

Immediately upon theii return from Em ope the Bhaiatpm 'll aiispoit Corps was sent to the 
Noith-West I'loiitier, and I emained on active sei vice tlieie dining the Afghan Wai. 'I'lie Coips ic- 
tiiined to Bliaiatpnr at the conclusion of pc.ice in I'chai.ny, 1920. 

7th December 1921, 

The Prince's Arrival, 

Tliougli the scene at Bliaiatpur station this morning was free from the 
display of the splendour characteristic of an Indian State yet the reception 
given to His Royal Higliness was marked by simplicity and quiet dignity, 
set in the sober colours of Bharatpur, blue and white. Exactly at 9-40 the 
Royal train enteied the station. The Prince alighted on the platform and 
was received by His Highness the Maharaja and Mr. R. E. Holland. The 
Maharaja introduced the membeis of his council and the military and private 
secretaiies to the Piince. Outside the station the State troops, in a uniform 
of blue and wliite, were waiting to escort the Prince during the drive to the 
palace. The Ram Risala, the Brajender Lancers and the State Artillery were 
all giouped together and made a striking spectacle. Two drummeis on 
horseback, caparisoned in cloth of gold, sounded the first note of welcome. 
The escort was then formed and His Royal Highness left, driving through 
well decorated streets lined by State troops. Inside the city, which was 
entered through the big iron gates, the Prince received a great ovation from 
the people. Both sides of the road were beautifully decorated with dags 
and flowers. Several stalls were erected, by jewellers, the boys’ and girls’ 
scliools, and the membeis of the Bar. 

Ladies Welcome, 
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It must not be imagined however that the men of Bharatpur were alone 
in giving such a rousing reception to the Prince, The ladies insisted upon 
taking their part and a picturesque and prominent part it proved to be too. 
On the verandah of a temple of the fort was stationed her Highness Shree- 
mati Maji Sahiba, a point of vantage from which she could view the greater 
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part of the route She was not there out of idle curiosity but as the leader 
of the women of the State who under her guidance did much useful work 
m the war m preparing clothes and comforts for the troops Beneath iier 
Highness grouped on the steps of the fort w is a large band of ladies of the 
‘^tate who on the approach of the Prince chanted sonp,s of welcome 

Tims it was amidst scenes of great enthusiasm tint His Royal High 
ness dro\e in State to the Moti ^fahal Palace welcomed by the crowd with 
cheers and with an aeroplane ho\ering above him On his arrival at the 

palace the trumpets sounded and the band played the National Anthem 
His Royal Highness after inspecting the guard of honour crossed the lawn 
iccompanied by his Highness the Maharaja and shook hands with tlieir 
Highnesses the Maharana of Dholpur and the Maharaja of Panna who were 
waiting to meet the Prince The Prince first shook 1 ands witli the \oiin„ 
Maharaj Kumar who is only about two years old and gently patted him 
home of tlie ofhcers of tlie State were introduced to the Prince here He

Military Pageant. 

The pageant at AUhad, where the Prince motored after a quiet dinner 
at the MoU Mahal, could not be said to range under the ordinary concep- 
tions inspired by such a term, as it proved to be at once both a pageant and 
a review, a pageant which provided a wonderful massing of movement and 
colour and a icview which must be unique, in as much as it was held at night ' 

time, from out of the darkness of which, the different formations would 
suddenly appear with the crashing of bands and the clashing of cymbals, to 
pass with wonderful precision tlirough the strip of carefully shaded light, 
immediately in front of the Royal saluting box, wherein sat the Prince with 
the Maharaja. The scene might easily have found a counter-part in the 
.Mabian Nights, had the autliors of that historic work had tlie power and 
imagination to so happily blend the ancient and the modern. 

8th December 1921, 

Duckshoot at Keoladeo Jheels. ' 

The Jheels at Keoladeo, some three miles from the city, where the 
Piince and a large paity shot this morning, are famous for their large bags. 
Lord Hatdinge in 1914 obtained 4,082 birds with 49 guns, a record which 
I has yet to be beaten. Loid Chelmsfoid had a very successful day la.st year 
when nearly 4,000 birds were bagged with 50 guns. These Jheels are also 
1 j known to Mr. Montagu, for he shot here when he was in India and had quite 

! 5 an average day. Filing this morning commenced at 10 o’clock and con- 

I ; tinned for thiee houis. The birds, however, were flying high and the bag 
although quite good, did not come up to the expectations of those who were 
anxious to see Loid Hardinge’s record beaten. As tiling was coniined to ' 
the morning, the total of 1,557 was regarded as being quite up to the average. 

The Mahaiaja accounted for 117 birds and tlie Prince for 64. 

The State Banquet.

Jaisalmer. 


The Rulers of J.ai'altnei belong to the Chandiab.itisa oi the lunar lace of which Budh.i w.as 
the founder at a \er\ remote period of the world s Iiiston, and which subsequenth cvpended into 
fift>-si\ branches and bcc.ime famous tin oiighoiit India. Tiic clan to which the Jaisalmer family be- 
longs is called Yadava or Jadon, after Yadii ot Jadii, who w.as llic fourth in descent fiom Buddha, and 
among whose successors w.os the defied hero, Slin Krishna. One of the most \enei.able and highly 
prued lieu -looms of the House of Jaisalmer is the ‘‘Meghad.amber” (an umbrella) which, accoidmg to 
tradition, Shn Krishna uscd on occasions of State, .and which is being siinilarl) used up to the piescnt 
day b\ his successors. The Riilei of Jaisalmci is thcicfore styled “Clihatiala Yadasa Pati , le the 
canopied Loid of Y.adaeas. 

On the death of Shn Kiishiia, the tube dispcised .and main of its mcnibeis, inclnding two ot 
Shn Kiishna's sons, proceeded northwards heroiid the Indus .and settled theie. One of then descen- 
denls, Gaj or Gajpat, was kill-d in a battle with the King of Khor.as.an, and his followers came

of interests, with the British Government. He died in 1820 and svas succeeded by his grandson Gaj 
Singh, who ruled the State with considerable ability. In 1838-39 the first Afgiian War necessitated 
the despatch of British troops to join the main army by the way of Indus, and Gaj Singh's exertions 
to supply camels for transport purposes were such as to elicit the special thanks of the Government. 
Gaj Singh died in 1846 and was succeeded by Ranjitsingh, Berisal and Salivahan II, respectively. 
The present Ruler His Highness Maharajadhiraja Maharawal Sri Sir Jawahir Singliji Bahadur K.C.S.I. 
succeeded to the Gadi in 1914 after the demise of His late Highness Maharawal Salivahan. 

His Highness is the son of Thakur Sirdar Singh and was born on the 18th November 1882. 
Prior to his .succession, he had been adopted by Thakur Mansingh of Eta, a premier Rajvi Sirdar. On 
Maharawal Salivahan dying heir-less, the right of succession to gadi of Kuinver, Raj Sri Jawahir Singhji 
Sahib (present Ruling Prince) was recognised by the British Government; and he was handed over the 
reins of Government as a Full Power Sovereign Ruling Prince on the 26th of June 1914. His High- 
ness was educated at the Mayo College, Ajmer, and he was one of the first princes selected and sent to 
the Imperial Cadet Corps from that institution. The order of the Knight Commander of the Star of 
India was conferred on His Highness by the Imperial Government in 1918. In November 1919, His 
Highness mariied a daughter of the Ruling House of Bundi. Prior to his succession to gadi, he had 
married a daughter of the Sodha family of Umerkot, and another from another Sodha family, by whom 
a son and heir-apparent, Maharaj Kumar Sri Girdhar Singhji Sahib was born on the 13th November 
1907. His Highness takes a keen interest in the internal and foreign affairs of tlio State. During the 
Great War, His Highness was one of the first Ruling Princes of India in offering Ins personal services 
as well as the resources of his State in support of the British Government. The contributions and 
loans given during the war by the State and its subjects residing in or out of Jaisalmer amounted 
roughly to ten lakhs. His Highness and the Maharanijis are life-members of St. John Ambulaijce 
society. 
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The State of Jaisalmer has always maintained independence, even in the dark days of Moghul 
period. Its historic fort has resounded with the boom of cannons of invading armies, and it, on one 
occa.sion, withstood a seize of eight year.s. The Ruler of Jaisalmer is entitled to a salute of fifteen 
guns. The House is connected by marriage with most of the leading Ruling Houses of Rajputaua. 
The State of Jaisalmer does not pay any tribute to the British Government, :ind it has, during its long 
history, never done so to any foreign or internal power. 

Rao Bahadur Murarji Raoji Sapat of Kherho, is the Dewan of the Jaisalmer State, and is at the 
head of the Administration. His valuable services to the State have been recognised by the Duibar 
by the presentation of gold and a Jagir-Tejsi-ro- Kherho and he has also been given the izzat of “Ekon 
Tazim”. The title of Rao Bahadur was conferred on him by the Government of India in 1922. 

Jhalawar. 

The State of Jhalawar consists of two separate tracts in the south-east of Rajputaua. His 
Highness Maharaj Rana Sir Bhawani Singh Bahadur, K.C.S.I., the present ruler of Jhalawar, is of the 
Jhala clan of Rajputs, which has given its name to the State. His famous ancestor, Raj Rana Zalim 
Singh, was a great Statesman and the services that he rendered to the Kotah State and the British are 
matters of history. In recognition of these services the British Government made a provision for his 
decendants and assigned to his grandson Madan Singh and his heirs and descendants seventeen districts 
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tiken from Kolah jielding a revenue of t«eKe laUss of rupees Thi» was the oiigm of Ihe 
State of Jhalawar which bj the treaty of 1834 was taken under British protection The present 
Ttlaharaj Bana was born m ld74 and was educated at llie Mayo CoHegc Ajniere Hia Highness was 
selected by the Government to succeed the ex Maharaj Rann Zahm Singti and was placed on the

Tlic fourth of llicsc Rup Singh (1044 38) was a favourite of the emperor Sliali Jaliaii for whom he 
fought well and gained several victories Kaj Singh the scvenili tliuf of KisliaMj.jrli (I'OM'^) 
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him (he Phulia Parganah and a Kliilaf. He was succeeded by his adoplcd son Lachliman Singli, who 
received the Sanad granting !nm the right of adoption. On liis death the present chief, Raja-Dliiraja 
Sir Nahar Singhji K.C.I.E. came to tlie Gadi. Tiie Cliicfship consists of two Pargnahas Pluiiia and 
Kachhola. The total area of the state is 705 sq. miles, with a population of 65,142. The gioss revenue 
of the Chiefship is Rs. 5,02,078. 

Tile present Cliicf was born on the 7th November 1855, and succeeded to the Gadi of Shah- 
pnra on the 11th June 1870. During his long and successful rule vast improvements have been made 
in almost all the departments of the Chiefship. Courts, Schools, Boarding Houses and a Hospital have 
been established on modern lines. For tlic good services rendered to the Government he was created 
a K.C.I.E. in January 1903, and w.as gr.anted a salute of 9 gnus in July 1921. 

When the great War broke out the Raja-Dhiraja placed all his resources at the disposal of the 
Government of India, and also offered the services of Rajkumar Umaid Singh, his eldest son. His 
cooperation was useful in securing recruits for tlic War, and he was appointed a member of the Raj- 
putana Provincial Cominitfec of the Imperial India Relief Fund. Rajkumar Sar D.ar Singh, second 
son of the Raja Dhiraja was on active service in France for over three years. The financial Assistance 
rendered by the state consisted of (a) a contribution of Rs. 5,500 per annum during the War from 
the Chiefship and the offici.als; (b) Investment of Rs. 50,000 by the Chiefship in the War Loan of 
1929-47 (the interest accruing from this investment w.ns also offerred to His Excellency the Viceroy 
to be used for War purposes .as long as the original sum of Rs. 50,000 remained); (c) Loans and 
subscriptions, including those of the Chief and the members of his family and of the general public 
amounting to Rs. 1,00,401. The Chiefship furnished recruits to the best of its ic.sources and stood 
11th in supplying recruits amongst all the R.ajput.aua States from the commencement of (he War to 
cessation of recruiting. Shahpura also offered 17 camels for the Afghan War. 

Sirolii. 

The present reigning Chief of Sirohi is a De.ara Rajput and is descended from one Deo R.aj, 
who may be considered as the founder of the Sirohi house. His son, Agr.asen, is said to have taken 
Chandr.avati, the ancient capital of the P.armars in 1302 a.n. He had constructed the Extensive 
fortifications on Mt. Abu which rendered it an impregnable stronghold. 

In 1405 Rao Sobhaji built the town of Sirohi situated in a bay of the hills near the side of the 
present capital. He ivas succeeded by his son R.ao S.aius Al.-dl who in 1425 A.n. built a new city on 
the slope of the hills, which was also called Sirohi and is the present capital of the state. The Chiefs 
of the Marw.ir repeatedly attacked Sirohi, but the natural defence of the country and the inherent 
heroism of its valiant defenders, baffled their altcmps for a long time. One of the most famous rulers 
of Sirohi was Rao Sartan Singh. He was installed on the Gadi in 1572 and died in 1610, He was a 
great patron of learning, well skilled in the art of war and very generous. He loved liberty like his 
contemporary the famous Rana Partap and spent his life in perpetual warfare. He is said to have 
fought fifty battles in a reign of fifty one years. After Rao Surtan’s death the iind.aunted braveiy and 
chivalrous pride of the Sirohi Princes were gradually fading away and at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, in the time of Rao Udai Bhan, Sirohi suffered much from wars with Marwar and 
marauding of the wild Minas. It was under these circumst.ances that in 1817 a.d. Rao Shiv Singh 


sought the protection of the British Government, which was readily granted and Captain Tod con- 
cluded a treaty with Sirohi in 1823 a.d. The State was thus saved from its utter ruin. In 1843 a.d 
by consent of the Rao of Sirohi, Government established a sanitarium on Mount Abu. In 1865 a.d. 
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R-to Umed Singh was invested v,ith full »uihont} under the •.anclion of the Government of Indn 
who earned on the adniiniitralion till his death on the 16th September 1875 A D He was succeeded 
by his son Miharao Kcsrisingh who was invested with full ruling powers on the 24th November 1875

Lacsofiupces After a memorable reign of 45 years he look to religious life aud abdicated in 1921 
A D in favour of Ins son His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Maharao Sarup Ram Singh Baliadur who 
vvas born on 27th September 1888 and installed on Gadi on 29ih April 1920 By working as Musahib 
Ala for about 9 vears during the reign of his illustrious father he has gamed a thorough experience of 
Aciministration He is entitled to a sahite of JS guns The State rendered the Imperial Government 
all possible assistance for the successful prosecution of the Great War A few of thecliief conirihu 
tions are —

death in 1834 when lie wan succeeded by bis son Nawab Wazir Molid Khan who during the Indian 
mutiny reinaincd faithful and loyal to the British Crown, and distingiuMied himself by holding the 
Tonk fort against the forces of Nawab of Banda and 'I'antia 'I'ojji. In acknowledgement of these 
services the Biitish Government in 1862 raised his salute from IS to 17 guns. He died in 1864. He 
was .succeeded by his son Nawab Mohd Ali Khan who ruled for 3 years only and was then removed 
from the throne. He was succeeded by his son the present Nawab Amin-ud-Daula Wazir-ul-Mulk 
Nawab Sir Hafe Mohd Ibraliim Ali Khan Bahadur Sowl.aii Jung, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E. His Highness 
maintains a State force of cavalry, infantry and artillary and rcccive.s a salute of 19 guns. His Highness 
gave every possible help to the British Government in men and money during the great war. The 
total amount of .subscriptions and donations to the various war funds and the Indian War Loans 
comes to about 10 lacs of rupees. His Highness enjoys full and unrestricted powers of civil and 
criminal Jurisdiction in the State and carries on the administration with the assistance of a council of 
four members. The finances of the State have much improved during His Highness's rule and various 
improveinent.s have been made in all departments.

The Prince At Lucknow. 

Leaving Bliaratpiir His Hoyal Highness arrived at Lucknow, the capital 
of the United Provinces, on the 9th December. 

Tile United Pi evinces of Agra and Ondh lie in prjictically the centie of Upper India. Exclu- 
sive of Indian States (.4.049 square miles) they cover 106,295 square miles and include four distinct 
bacts of count!)'. The total population is 46,510,668. Up to 1833 tlie province was pait of the pre- 
sidency of Bengal. In 1833 tlie presidency of Agra was formed under the administration of a Governor 
and three Councillors; in 1835 tlie new ten itoiies were given the name of the Noith-Western Pio- 
vinces, under a Lieutenant-Governor, with his capital at Agra. In 1856 Oudh was annexed and placed 
under a Chief Commissioner, the first being Sir James Oulrani. In 1877 the two provinces weie placed 
under the same administrator, who was known as Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Westein Prov- 
inces and Cliief Comnii-sioner of Oudh, the first oflicer to hold the double post being Sir Geoige 
Coiiper. Piually the title of Ciiief Commissioner was dropped and tlie province became known by the 
name of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh in 1902, wlien Sir James La Touche was in office, 
Fiom 1877 to 1890 tlie supreme revenue jaiisdiction in Oudh remained in the hands of the Chief 
Commissioner; in the latter year the jurisdiction of the Board of Kevenue was extended to Oudh, 
Witli the introduction of the Reforms in January, 1921, the Lieutenant-Governor became a Governor, 
and an Executive Council was created to assist him. Sir Hai court Butler was the first Governor. 

Lucknow situated on the river Gmnti, is said to deiive its name fioni Likhna, the leputed 
arcliitect of the Fort, but little is known of its eaily bistoiy. In 1526 Lucknow was occupied by 
Humayun, who abandoned it, but it was taken by Babar in 1528, and rose to considerable prominence 
during the reign of Akbar. During the decline of the Moghul Empire Lucknow became the capital 
of the kingdom of Oudh, but the grandetii- of the city dates from the reign of Asaf-ud-Daula, the 
fourth Nawab of Oudh. He built the Iniambara (in 1784), the chief architectural gloiy of Lucknow 
in wiiich he lies biitied; the Jumma Mosque hard-by, the Rumi Durwaza or “Turkisii Gate," and the 
splendid palace which afterwards became the Residency. The present-day appearance of magnificence, 
which Lucknow presents from the outside, is not borne out on closer iiispecfioa from within. The

Preientation of Colouri. 

The only actual function to-day was the presentation of new colours to 
the 3rd Battalion, the Worceslersliire Regiment.

A Visit to the High Court. 

A few minutes later saw the Prince at the High Court, where the 
Judges and the leading members of the bar, who were subsequently present- 
ed, for the moment quite forget their dignified role and contented themselves 
with roaring a welcome to the Prince. After being conducted round the 
principal places of interest in the courts, the Prince proceeded to Govern- 
ment House. On the way, he passed through Alfred Park, where the 
Allahabad school children were drawn up, some five or six thousand 
in number.

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University, it may help you in your careers and make you still prouder of your University, of which 
I am sure you arc already proud. 

“I think all English University men look back on their time at the University as the happiest 
years of their lives. When they go up, they have left behind them, for the first time, the sheltered care 
of home and the narrow discipline and limited e.vperiences of .school life. They are for the first time 
out in the woild. It is a world full of interest; full of splendid possibilities; everything is fresh; there 
has been no time to get tired of anything or to be disillusioned. The mind and spirits are in their 
most enthusiastic and receptive stage. Unhampered by doubts, they can definitely pronounce each 
thing as good or bad and take or leave it. They readily receive the direct appeal to the imagination 
of fine ideas or-of high standards of character and conduct. They have a. delightful intimacy with 
hundreds of young men similarly situated out of which life-long friend-ships spring up, 

“As the terms went by, we undergiaduates began to feel the unseen presence of those who 
had left our college and made good in the world. Their influence was with us in our daily round — 
hundreds of them — men who had been undergraduates like ourselves, who had played in the same 
parks, who had rowed on the same river, who had attended the same lecture halls, who had worshipped 
in the same chapel. They had left the college and the University. They had gone out into the 
world to become great statesmen oi‘ soldiers, poets or painters, writers or divines, men of science or 
learning, pioneers in industry or commerce. These were the men who had helped to make the Empire 
and helped to make us proud of it. This goodly company spui red us on. We made up our minds 
that no act or omission of ours should lower those great traditions. We knew that not everyone can 
be good at hooks or good at games or popular as a leader in the college; but we also knew that every- 
one can try his best to he or do all or some of these things; and we resolved that one who tried should 
be honoured and respected by his fellows, whatever their tastes, because he was keeping up the tradi- 
tions of the college and the University. We went further and determined that men wlio did not try, 
were of no use to their college or the University. I think that this self imposed standard, which we 
had inherited from countless previous generations of undergraduates, enabled us to get the best out of 
University life. I believe that it is these influences which give a distinction defying time or change to 
a training at the older Universities. 

“Out in the woild or the Empire a University degree commands respect; but taken alone, its 
value is only relative; for tliere are ottier ways of acquiring knowledge and other tests of efficiency 
than a degree. If, however, a degree is coupled with the certainty that a man has had a university 
life of the right kind as well, its value is infinitely enhanced. Then whatever your attainments may be, 
your fellow men feel certain that you liave a standard of chaiacter and conduct which wins through 
in any walk of life. In danger or difficulty, whether in private life or the larger life of a citizen of the 
Empire, they can rely on you to apply the clean tests and not to shirk the issue, ■c 

“You students of this University are today making the traditions of tomorrow. I trust that 
you may be able to feel about your University, what I felt about mine; and that this feeling may be a 
source of strength and comfort to you in your lives and help to place your University among the great 
Universities of the world.”

entertained any such office or not. Hi.s Highness therefoie receives from tiie Government under the 
treaty, Rs. 1,00,000 as tlie surplus revenue of the territory ceded; Rs. 14,856 being the cost of the 
office of Diwan Nizamats; and Rs. 4,562 being the compensation for the ablcari (e.vcise) of the city of 
Benares (which the Government took in their own tiands after the cession of tlie piovince). Besides 
this he receives about Rs. 1,000 per annum being 10 per cent on the gross receipt of taluqa Karnadani. 
Although from 1794 the province of Benares passed into the hands of the British Government tliey, 
in subsequent Sanads granted to Raja Udit Narain Singh and Isluvari Prasad Narain Singh (successors 
of Mahip Narain Singh), reiterated tlie agreement concluded with Raja Alahip Narain Singh accepting 
file position of the Rajas of Benares as real proprietors of the province of Benaies subject to the pro- 
visions of the Agreement of 1794. The Rajas therefore continued to be and are still styled Rajas of 
Benares although they ceased to have anything to do with the city of Benaies or with the district. To 
resume the thread of the narrative, Raja Mahip Narain died in the year 1795 and was succeeded by 
his son Udit Narain. Raja Udit Narain Singh, being shrewd financier and capable manager, succeeded 
in acquiring a big zaniindari in the piovince of Benares, and also in the adjoining districts of Allahabad 
and Shahabad to which his successors also contiibutcd later on. 

Raja Udit Naiain Singh was succeeded by his adopted son Raja Isluvari Pi.asad Narain Singh 
in 1835, who rendered conspicuous services to the Government during the days of the Indian Mutiny 
and received the hereditary salute of 13 guns and the Sanad of adoption He also received the title 
of Maharaja. He died in 1SS9 and was succeeded by his nephew and adopted son, the present Maha- 
raja Lt. Col. H.H. Maharaja Sir Paibhu Narain Singh Bah.adur, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E. He was created a 
K.C.I.E. in 1892 and a G.C.I.E, in 1896. The Government of India with the concurienco of the 
Home Government decided in November 1910, to regranl full ruling power to the Rajas of Benares 
and recreate a State of Benares comprising the paiganas of Bhadohi and Keianiangiaur (Chakia) and 
the Fort of Ramnagar and a number of villages adjacem to if. Effect was given to this decision on the 
1st of April, 1911. 

The total number of zamindari villages in the possession of riis Highness at the present day 
including the pargana of Gangapur (which at the time of the creation of the State was excluded from 
it and included in the zamindari possession of His Highness) is 1,172 villages and 333 pattis. In re- 
cognition of His Highness’ services during the Great Euiopean War, the Government have been 
pleased to raise his salute from 13 to IS guns, to grant him the honoraiy rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and to make the title of Maharaja hereditary in the family. He w.a.s made a G.C.S.I. in 1921. 

The State has reiideied the Imperial Government unstinted assistance in connection with the 
GieatWai. A War Hospital throughout the period of the war w.as maintained by the State at its 
own cost. The State taised and equipped 2 sections of Ambulance Transport Coips which served in 
Mesopotamia and Aden. The total contribution by the State in men was 981 , and in matei ial and money 
amounted to Rs. 7,24,70. Besides the above the Mahaiaja conti ibuted Rs. 7,00,000 to the two War 
Loans. 

Ramnagar which has a long history, overlooks the river and commands 
a magnificent panoramic view of Benares. Here, in tiie stately old mansion, 
the Prince came to lunch with a hundred other guests of the Maharaja who, 
after the feast was over, proposing the Prince’s health, said: —

From Benares the Prince of Wales arrived tins morning at Bhikna 
Then on the Nepal border for a big game to which His Ro>al Highness had 
been anxiously looking forward ever since he landed in India The pros- 
pect of good shooting has alwa>s loomed large in the Prince’s mind and 
wherever he went he made the most of the opportunities of a shoot 
Nepal.

Here then inspected two ifiiards of honour fur- 
nished by the Nepalese Anny and by the British Envoy’s escort, while the 
Maliaraja's band played their own anthem and Britisli |,uiards presented 
arms. The Prince then motored to the shootint^ camp, pitclied on a lui^h 
ifround, commandmif a view, picturesque for its wildness, surrounded by 
low hills. The Prince shot his first tiller in tlie Nepal Terai on tliat day. It 
measured nine feet si.\ inches. His staff also enjoyed good sport, account- 
ing for three tigers. During tlic seven days spent in Nepal, the Royal party 
totalled a bag of eighteen tigers, eight rhinoceroses, two bears and two 
leopords. The Prince went out four days after big games and two days to 
shoot jungle fowl. The only day in which the parly remained in camp was 
Sunday, December 18, when the Prime iMinister made a few presents to 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales according to tlie old custom of Nepal, which is 
still in force. ICvery guest receives .some kind of present before he leaves 
the State. The pre.senls generally are of live animals, for which Nepal is 
famous and which best illustrate the richness of the country for shikar. 

His Highness the Maharaja, accompanied by the Generals of the State 
and his staff, came to the Royal camps at half past two and was received by 
Lord Cromer and the other members of the Prince’s staff. His Royal High- 
ne.ss was then taken round by the Maharaja and shown the animals, wliicli 
included a balw elephant, a rhinocalf, a blach leopard, Himalayan black 
bears, a clouded leopard, two .sambhars, musk deer, horned sheep, Tibetan 
shawl goat, a python, two Tibetan mastiff, and a good collection of birds, 
which are only found in the Nepal forest. His Royal Highness evinced 
great interest in the animals and thanked the Maharaja for the presents and 
greatly appreciated the courtesy shown to him as the guest of the Nepal 
Durbar. While in camp the Prince was entertained by a Gurkha brass band 
which played the latest popular airs, and by Nepale.se dances given under 
the trees by the light of oil lamps. His Royal Highness received many 
curious and valuable presents from the Maharaja including ivory and gold 
mounted ‘Kukris’, embroidery and jade ornaments. 

The visit to Nepal ended on Wednesday, December 21.st, when his 
Royal Highness returned to Bikhan Thori, and in the evening the Prince 
left for Patna. The Maharaja and his staff were present at the railway station 
to wish the Prince good-bye.

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“Since tlie29th of December last, the status of our province has been raised by its elevation to 
a Governorship, and we take it as an expression of His Majesty the King-Emperor’s gracious sympathy 
with the struggles of his people, in this Royal province, for a higher civic life, that ours is the only 
province in the Indian Empire to have had the unique and signal honour confei red upon it of being 
administered by an Indian Governor. The appointment of His E.vcellency the Right Hon’ble Baron 
Sinha of Raipur as the first Indian lepiesenlative of His Majesty gave our people unbounded satisfac- 
tion and genuine gratification, and it is to us a matter of profound regret that owing to ill-health His 
Excellency Lord Sinha could not be pi esent here to-day to accord to Your Royal Highness welcome 
in the name and on behalf of the Province, which we know he had been looking forward to with keen 
interest. The elevation of the status of oui province is the direct result of the introduction into the 
Government of this country of the Refoi ms associated with the names of the Right Hon'ble Edwin 
Samuel Montagu — His Majesty’s Secretary of State for India — and the late \'iceroy. Lord Chelmsford. 
We may take this occasion to inform Your Royal Highness that the Refoi ms scheme has been wel- 
comed throughout this province as giving the people opportunities, which they lacked so far, of quali- 
fying themselves, as soon as practicable, for full responsible Government. We desire to assure Your 
Royal Highness that our people have fully availed themselves of the opportunities now opened to 
them and they are working in a spirit of conciliation and good will, so that by making the Refoi ms 
scheme — which is admittedly meant fora period of transition — ^a thoiough success, they may be able 
to justify their claims, at an early date, to a very much greater measuie of civic freedom and political 
responsibility. 

“it will interest Your Royal Highness to know that Bihar and Oiissa is the wealthiest province, 
in the Indian Empire, in mineral resources. But it is only during recent years that effoits have been 
made to develop them. Lately the Local Government have directed their especial attention to the 
development of our provincial industries and it is to be hoped that, in the near future, this province 
will have made sufficient progress in the expansion of its cottage industries as also in the establishment 
of large concerns worked by power. Of the many industries now established in the province, we may 
especially mention the Tata Iron and Steel Works at Jamshedpur which are jiistlv associated with the 
honoured and revered name of that greatest Captain of Indian Industry — the late Mr. Jamshedji Tata. 
'I'liis large and important concern, which to a large extent utilities the iron ores of Orissa, is note- 
worthy for its being purely Swadeshi, in the sense that the whole of its large capital was raised in the 
country and the whole organization bears emphatic testimony to the entei prise of educated Indians 
and their capacity for carrying on important industiial concerns. 

"In conclusion, we beg of Youi Royal Highness to convey to His Majesty the King-Emperor 
an assurance of our fei vent loyalty to his Person and Throne and our deep-seated and earnest convic- 
tion that the realisation by the people of India, in the near fiitme, of Swaraj, as an integial pait of the 
Great Biitain Commonwealth, is indissolubly bound up with the continuance of the beneficent sway 
of Your Royal House over the Indian Empire. Wc also desire to assui e Your Royal Highness that 
the people of this Pioviiice have felt sincerely gratified at the visit which you have been pleased to 
pay to their metropolis, as they believe that the experience gained by )’oii of the realities of life in the 
India of to-day will enable Your Roj’al Highness to appieciate more keenly than before their many 
pressing and ci ucial problems, as also to realize moi e vividly the tiend of those political, social and 
economic foices, that have come into play in their midst, as the lesult of the everwidening influence 
of education through the medium of English, and arc now daily moulding for the better the destinies 
of this ancient and magnificent land. We hope Your Royal Highness will cairy away with you pleasant 
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recollections of your short stay in the capital of our Province and will continue to fake a <\mpitlietic 
and an abiding interest m the fortunes of its people

Mayurbhanj. 

M-nyiii fihanj or Motn hli.inj is the most iioitlieily of llie '|■|i(>nl,lI•y .Stales of Orissa It u 
by far tlie lar^jest of tlic Oiiss.i States, and lias an .11 e.i of 4,243 sipiarc miles. It picsents cvciy 
variety of soil and scenery. It is lelated in n.itive chronicles ttiat tlie piincip.ility of M.iynrbh.inj was 
foiimled about 1300 >eais aRo by a 1 dative of tlie K.ij.i of Jaipur in Hajputana. Tlie faniilv title 
"Hhanja” (tireaker) was, it is sai<l, assumed aflei the oveithiow of a cliieflatn named .Maviiidlivvaja, an 
event which is also lielieved to account for the piC'ent name of the Stale. The Chief's emblem is a 
“peacock" (.M.aynr), and theie is another tardilion whicli alleges that his f.imily oiiRin.illy spianR fiom 
a peafowl's eyes. Tlie killing of this biid is sti icily prohibited tliroin*hoiit the Sl.itc. The present 
ruler Ct. .Mahar.aja Ihirna Chandra IJhanj.i Deo, was bom in 1899 and succeeded the Gadi in 1912. 
He beloiiRs to a very ancient lliiuiii family, beinjl descended fiom Atihibhanj, who came to Orissa 
fiom Rajpiitana.

Calcutta. 

The Capital town of Bengal, owes its origin, directly, to Britisli commerce and industry. 
Indirectly "The City of P.alaces" m.ay be said to have oiiginated from the romantic circumstances 
connected with the successful treatment, in 1642, of the wife of the then Nawab (Viceroy) of Bengal 
who lay sick of a malady which had baffled the Mahomedan ‘Hakims’, by the ship’s surgeon of the 
“Hopewell", belonging to the East India Company, and which was lying in the Hughli. The doctor 
— one Gabriel Boiighton — was asked by the grateful Nawab, who was the second son of the great 
^loghul Emperor, Shah Jahan, to name bis own fee. Dr. Boiighton requested a concession for the 
East India Company giving them the c.vcinsivc right of trading throughout Bengal. This concession 
was granted and also a piece of land for a factory, sonic twenty-five miles up the river, at Hughli — the 
parent factory of the one established by Job Charnock at Calcutta in 1690. 

In 1696 the rebellion of Subha Singh, a Burdwan ‘Zamindar’, assumed formidable dimen- 
sions, and the English applied to the Naw.ab for permission to fortify their settlement. ’I'his was 
granted; and a fort was constructed on a site extending from the modern Fairlie Place on the north 
to Koila Ghat Street on the south, the river forming the w'cstern and what is now Dalhousie Square 
the eastern boundary. The town grew rapidly; within a short time a wharf, a good hospital, a church, 
and barracks were erected; and in 1707 the East India Company declaied it a separate Presidency 
accountable only to the Directors in London. In 1742 the inhabitants commenced to dig an en- 
trenchment round their settlement .as a defence against the MaratIms, who were then raiding Bengal. 
'I'his entrenchment, known .as the M.aratha Ditch, followed the course of the modern Circular Road, 
but it w.as never completed along the southern boundary. The chief event in the early history of 
Calcutta is its capture in 1756 by Siraj ud-daula, Nawab of Bengal. The native troops deserted and 
the Europeans were driven into the fort, which w.as practically indefensible, as its guns were masked 
by the surrounding buildings. The Governor and many of the officials made their escape and the 
garrison, under the command of Holwell, were driven to surrender. They were forced, into a small 
room, which is known in history as the Black Hole. Here they were left for the night. When the 
morning came and the door was opened, only twenty-three were found alive. The town was re- 
captured by Clive and Admiral Watson early in 1757; and after the battle of Plassey, Mir Jafar gave 
the English the ‘Zamindari’ of the twenty-four Parganas, as well as a free gift of the town and some 
of the adjacent villages. From this date the town has enjoyed uninterrupted prosperity. With part 
of the compensation money received fiom the Nawab, Gobindpur was cleared of its inhabitants and 
the foundations of the present fort were laid. The clearing of the jungle round the fort led to the 
formation of the Maidan. In 1766 the General Hospital was removed to its present site, and at this 
period the European quarter began to extend southwards along Chowringhee. In 1773, by an Act of 
Parliament, the Governor and Council of Bengal were invested with control over the other Indian 
possessions of the Company, and soon afterwards Warren Hastings removed the treasury from Mur- 
shidabad to Calcutta. 

The Hughli, commercially speaking, is the most important channel by which the mighty 
Ganges enters the Bay of Bengal. It assumes its distinctive name about 120 miles from the sea, and

At tbe Cathedral 

Divine service in the Cathedral was the onij occasion of His Rojal 
Highness s public appearance durm^ the dav The Pniicc motored to the 
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Cathedral along Lawrence Road, Mayo Road, Chowringhee Road and the 
south east gate of St. Paul’s Cathedral. Knots of spectators gathered along 
the route and cheered tiie Prince as he sped past. His Royal Highness 
alighted at the soutii east porch where he was received by the Rev. Canon 
C. J. Stokoe, Senior Chaplain; Mr, W. J, Bradshaw, C.I.E., senior Church- 
warden; and Colonel H. B. Deare, C.I.E,, I.M.S., senior Churchwarden, 
and conducted to his pew. H. E. the Governor and Lady Ronaldsliay also 
attended. Flowers and palms lent a splash of colour to the stately grandeur 
of the Cathedral while the sun streaming through the stained glass windows 
shed a mellow light on the scene and brought out in vivid relief the white 
Naval uniform in which the Prince of Wales was glad. The Lord Bishop 
of Calcutta conducted the Service and also preached the sermon. 

At the close of the Service a collection was taken in aid of the Euro- 
pean Female Orphanage. After the Service in the Cathedral, His Royal 
Highness attended by his staff visited H.M.S. ‘Southampton’.

of 1-aws, The fimelion look place at a Special Convocation of the Senate 
held at Government House at noon With its red tapestried walls, its gildeal j 
ecihng and Its glittering elcamlclicrv the Throne Room where tlie Degree 
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was conferred, was admirably adapted for a ceremony of this nature. On 
the dais was His Excellency Lord Ronaldshay, Chancellor of the University, 
supported on his right by H. R. H. the Prince of Wales and on his left by 
the Hon. Sir Ashutosh Mukerjee, Vice-Chancellor of the Univensity. There 
was a very large and distinguished attendance of Fellows and graduates 
while among the visitors were a number of ladies European and Indian. 

The Vice-Chancellor inviting H. E, the Chancellor to confer the degree 
on His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales said;- 

“Yoiir Excellency, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

"On occ.asions when Honorary Degi ees are conferred in this University, the V'ice-Chancellor 
is expected to dwell at some length on the eminent position and attainments of the distinguished reci- 
pients; but whatever may verily be pleaded in defence of this time-honoiircd custom, a departure may 
well be sanctioned when we are assembled to show our regard for the Heir-Apparent to the Throne. 
The event m.ay rightly be interpreted as possessing a significance rather national and impel ial than 
scholastic and academic. We rejoice to think that now forty-six years ago, when the Senate of tins 
University desired to honour His Royal Highne.ss Albert Edward, Piince of Wales, whom Queen 
Victoria of loved and revered memory, had sent out in our midst in token of her deep affection for 
the millions of her subjects in iier Indian Empire, we were authorised to give expression to our feel- 
ings in a manner befitting an academic body and to open our roll of Honorary graduates with his 
illustrious name. We remember, again, with pride and pleasure that thirty years later His Royal 
Highness George Frederic Ernest Albert, fh ince of Wales, graciously consented, like his angii.sf father 
to join the rank of our Honorary Doctors of Law. We recall, further, with gratitude and exultation 
the memor.able day when six years later, our great Sovereign and his consort vouchsafed to us the 
high privilege of approaching Their Gracious Majesties on this very spot, with a dutiful address ex- 
pressive of our dcepe.st feelings of loyalty and devotion. It is thus appropriate in the highest degree

“My Loid, I ti ust I shall l)e forgiven if I bring my address to a close on a personal note. On 
the occasion when foity-six ycais ago, an Honorary Degree was first conferred on a Prince of Wales, 
the distinguished graduates of this University were invited to witness the ceremony. One of the 
cai Host graduates was permitted as ai> act of special favour to bring his little boy into the Senate 
House to have a glimpse of the Prince. The tumultuous acclamation which greeted His Royal High- 
ne.ss as he ejjtercd Ihe hall made an cvcr-h^itinji impre.vsion on the nii/)d of the boy. Thirty years 
later, the boy had developed into a Syndic and recorded his concurrence in a proposal to confer an 
Honotary Degiec on the second Prince of Wales. Six years Inter, this very Syndic as Vice-Chancellor 
of this University and as the spokesman of the Senate had the high privilege to present a loyal and 
dutiful address to His Most Gracious Soveteign. By a singular turn of events, he now stands befoic 
you and has the supi erne satisfaction to invite yonr Excellency, as Chancellor of this University, to 
confer an Honoiary Degree on the third Prince of Wales.” 


The Vice-Chancellor presented His Royal Highness to the Chancellor 
who conferred upon the Prince the Degree of Doctor of Law. 

His Royal Highness in replying said; — 

"Your Excellency, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

1 thank you for the very high honour which you have conferred on me by granting me an 
honoraiy degree of your University. 

My father. His Imperial Majesty the King limpcror, received this honour at your hands in 
1906, and six years later iccallcd the plc.asure which the ceremony had afforded to him, in his replv to 
a loyal addiess presented to him by the representatives of your University. 

On the latter occasion His Majesty dwelt on the high ideals which should nuiniafc Univer- 
sities in India, and in his confidence that the labours of your governing body would be iuspired by 
those noble standaids and that you would shoulder your high responsibilities with a courage which 

would command success. At Ihe same time His Majesty's deep interest in the cause of education was 
shown by bis special commands to bis Governor General regarding llic expansion and impiovement 
of education generally in India. 


I am gratified to bear that bis wishes in the latter respect liavc Iiorne fruit. It will be of 
inteicst to His Majesty to learn from me that his confidence in you, was not mhpbccd; and that iu 

the rapid expansion of educational facifitics, which Ims occurred, one of the imporlant features his 
been the co-operation of bodies such as your University, in measures calculated to e.Mend and im- 
prove the system of higher edticaiion in India in proportion to the e.xpnnsion and progress which is 

taking place in other departments of education in this country. That this co-operation is cheerfully

Victoria Memorial Opened. 

The All-India Victoria .Mctnorial, the beautiful and iniposinj^ hall 
erected at the southern end of the Calcutta maidan. was opened in state this 
morning by the Prince of Wales in the pre.sence of a large gathering of pro- 
minent residents of C.dcutta, naval, military and civil officials, including 
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tiic Goicinor and Lad< RoiialdsJjaj, and most of llie Inislces of t(ic |j 
mtniOTjal. [ 


Tilt biiildmf', wiucii is constructed tlirowgliout of Indiin marble from 
Makrana in Rajpiitana, is the outcome of the scheme initiated b\ Ixird Ciir- 
7on. and from tlit outset Jus lordship receiicd heartv co operahon from the 
ruling princes of India, the people of the coiintr>, and European firm*. The 
total amount collected exceeds one crore of rupees, and fresh contributions 
are still coming m Tlie design for the mcmornl uas prepared b\ Sir 
William Emerson President of the Rojal Institute of British Arcliitcct«, 
and the foundation-stone uas hid b\ the Prince's father then Printe of 
Wales in 190\ and the construction uas entrusted to Messrs Martin & Co , 
with Mr Vincent ] Eseb as superintending architect The magnificent 
arehiteetural edifice, in its renaissance sl>Ic, uith hints here and there of 
Mogul stilc, has become one of the wonders of the world It is a stupend- 
ous monument dedicated to the mcinor} of Victoria the Good The total 
area occupied b\ the structure and its gardens shglitlj exceeds one* square 
mile and the cost up to date amounts to about Rs 88,1 1,000, but the total 
will exceed tJiat sum b) about Ks 25 hkhs 

The collection u inch IS being placed in the memorial, aUhotigii not 
set complete, IS alreadi a valuable one It was started b\ Lord Curzon 
while lie was m India, and includes portraits of the old Kniperorv of Delhi, 
the toumlers of important iiatixe slates, generals ami soldiers of the whole 
nf India and men, who worked for India in the Victorian era McdaN, old 
arms and armour, records, stamps and .ansthmg historieallv important 
Coins of the Indian Empire from the tunes of tli»* Guptas up to dite have 
ail Ikcii vollected and stored Works of Daniels. Zoffanv, Huggins, I'rastr 
and .1 host of cmmeiit .artists liavc been githcred logctJier from .all quirltrs 
of the glolie In sculpture statues of yueen Victoria. King Eduard aiul 
yueen Alexandra and King George .and yuceii Mar\, and of man> Vieerovs 
.are to Ik. setu, .also of Lord Chve, Lord Like, tlie Duke of Wellington, .aiul 
other great leaders and mihlarv heroes 

Lord Curzon eonlimits eolleeting |K)rtnuts .and lustorical landscapes 
from all over the world and his efforts have iKeii untiring King Kiluard 
VU sluteil the eolleetion b\ eontnbiitiug oil pauitmgs of yneeii Vietoria.

Gorgeous Illuminations. 

On the evenings of Tuesday and Wednesday practically every well- 
known building in the city from the Cathedral to Strand Road was a blaze 
of light.

Prince’s Second Papercbase. 

On friday morning the Prince again turned out for the Paperchase 
which is a sport that evidently appeals to him. There were not so many 
people out to watch the Prince’s second paperchase. Probably the dance the 
night before, kept up with great zest until 2 a.m., proved too much for many 
of them; but keen riders were awake before dawn and many of the young 
ladies who had danced through thursday night were in the saddle by 7 a.m. 
The meet was at the same spot as on tuesday, but the course had been laid 
in the reverse direction and, with one or two variations, followed very much 
the same country as the pievious chase, the high banks that had to be climb- 
ed before becoming now drop jumps of some quality. The Prince did not 
keep the field waiting long. He diove up from Government House around 
the Tollygunge Road, getting thus a good glimpse of the delightful country 
around Calcutta. There is no formality about paperchase meets — which is 
one of the reasons why the Prince so thoroughly enjoys them — so when he 
reached the rendezvous he got quickly into the saddle and lode up to the 

starting flags with a cheery “good morning" to those whose faces be re- 
membered well from tuesday’s chase. The chase was in every way a success 
and after light refreshments again thoughtfully provided by the Jodhpore 
Club, the Prince returned to Calcutta, clieered again and again as he left in 
his car. He had thoroughly enjoyed his ride and the sport of it, and he left 
upon those who saw him the impression of a bold and fearless rider ready 
to lead the straight way at fence or ditch, and handling his mare in the 
twisting lanes with the skill and the gentle touch of a master of horsemanship.

in garrison while facing the entrance was a composite Guard of Honour 
found from the Auxiliary Force An immense Union Jack draped the ceno 
taph at the four corners of which a member of the Auxiliary Force was on 
duty Overhead there was a state coloured sky, below a mass of blaze and 
colour The gathering that assembled to honour the citys fallen heroes 
was very large and thoroughly representative His Royal Highness attended 
by the Governor of Bengal and tlieir respective staffs, left Government 
House by the south gate shortly before eleven ©clock and walked in pro 
cession to the site of the War Memorial, the troops presenting arms and the 
crowd outside the barriers cheering The Prince who was dressed m khaki, 
repeatedly acknowledged the greetings with which he was met 

On arrival His Royal Highness was received by Mr R W Watson 
Smyth, President of the Memorial Committee, who presented the members

The works of reform leferretl to above were pushed on vigorously during the twelve 
yeais of Mahaiaja Radha K’ishore Manifcya's uile. Mahar.ija Radha K'ishore bieathed his last on the 
12th March. 1909, at Heuares, dining a pilgi image and was succeeded by the present ruler His High- 
ness Bishama Sam.ira Hijoyee, Pancha Siijulda, Mahamahod.iya, Mahar.ija Mamhya Birendra Kishore 
Dev Harman, M.ihar.ija Bahadur, who w.is born in 1883. He is in every respect a worthy member of 
this illustiious family. A past master in painting and allied ai Is, and a musician of e.vccptional mern, 
His Highness possesses in him the i.iie combination of the instincts of an aitist and a militaiy man. 
Xaturally the war biought the mailial spiiil into prompt and maiked relief, as it did His Highness's 
attachment to the person of the King Kmpeior and the gie.it cause His M.ijesty had so nobly espoused. 
Without hcsiiation His Highness placed the entire lesources of his State at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment as soon as hostilities hioke out, and did eveiythiug to ensure an active paiticipation of the mem- 
bers of his family anti his subjects in the cause of the limpiie. To encouiage the Bengal Battalion 
His Highness piesented it with a motor boat for woil: in Messopotamia and contiibutcd Rs. 3,600 for 
the maintenance of an ambulance for one ye.ir in Pt. luce. The resources of the Stale forests wcic 
utilised and a supply of a large cousigmneut of bamboos foi rivetment woik in Messopotamia w.is 
ananged.

Burdwan. 

The Hurdwan Raj Rslafe is f lie largest Zamiudaii in Bengal, covering an aiea of over 4,000 
squaie miles, ne.iily the whole of which is in the highest state of cultivation, and with a population 
of about two million souls. The amount of total collection of the Estate e.vceeds that of any other m 
Bengal and compares f.ivour.ibly with that of many Independent States in India, but the revenue it 
pays to the Government is far and away the largest paid by any land-holder in India. During the 
middle of the 16tli Century, a band of pilgi ims from Lahore in the Punjab came to visit the sacicd 
shrine of Jiiggeinatli in Oiissa, and on their letiirii lioiiiew.iids w.is passing through the countiy now 
known as the Burdwan District. Saiigam Rai, a Kshattiiya of Kotli Mahaila in Lahoic, w.is one of 
them. Atti acted by the fertile soil and liixtii hint hai vest of the country, he settled .it a place called 
Baikuntli.ipoie, near the present town of Bill dw.iii, and beg.in business theic. The history of the 
Hill d wan R.ij Family dates from this peiiod. He amassed a good fortune and lived happily theie. 
Aflei his death, his .son Baiikii Behai i Rai, succeeded to his Estate and lived in piospeiity. He w.is 
succeeded by his sou Abu Rai, who was the real founder of the Biiidw.in House. In the year 1068 
(1657) he was appointed by the Moghul ‘Chaudhnri’ and ‘Kotowal' of Rekabi Bazaar, etc., in the town 
of Burdwan under the Faiizd.ir of Cluikla Hurdwan. His son B.ibit R.ii, who owned Pargana Buid- 
w.iii and three other Eshites, succeeded to the ‘Chaudhur.ihi‘ .ind lemoved from Baikiinthapoie to 
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Burdwan since uhich time the family has been settled there He vsas succeeded by his son Ghana 
Sh>arn Rai during bis time the tank known as Sh)amsagar in the town of Burdwan was excavated 
Kis son Krishna Ram Rai succeeded to the Zamindan and acquired new Fstates He was honoured 
with a Farman from the Emperor Aurangzeb conlinnin'' luni as Zamindar and Chaudhuri of 
Pargana> Burdwan etc He met with a tragic death m the jear 1696 and was succeeded by his son 
Jagtt Ram Rai who made additions to the Family Estates Hewas also honoured tiilli a Farmvn

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Fatba Nasaniddin Mohammad Sliali, Emperor of Delhi, investing him with the title of ‘Raja'. He 
died in the year 1744 without issue, and was succeeded by his cousin TilakChaiid (son of Kirti Chand's 
younger brother, Mitra Sen), who, on Ins succession at the age of 15 years, received a Farman from 
tlie Emperor Mohammad Shah, confirming him in tlie title of ‘Raja’ and his right to the Raj. He was 
afterwards honoured by tlie Emperor Mojahed-nddin Ahmed Shah with a Farman, recognizing and 
confirming tlie title of 'Raja'. ' In the reign of Abnl Muzaffar jalainddin Mohammad Shah Badshah, he 
rose in favour and received a Farman, making him ‘Raja Bahadur’ and ‘Master of 4,000 Infantry and 
2,000 Cavalry’. 'I'ilak Cliand received a further Farman, adding the Taluks of Bhedia, etc., to the 
Clialda Burdwan Estate; and lastly, he got a Farman from the Empeior Shah Alum, which conveyed 
to him the grant of the title of 'Maharajadhiraja' and the privilege of being a Commander of 5,000 
Infantry, and permission to keep 3,000 Cavalry and to have guns, bands, nakaras, etc. He died in 
1771 and was succeeded by his minor son Tej Chand, who, on liis snccessioii, received from the Emperor 
Sliah Alum, a Sanad granting him his father’s title of ‘Maharajadhiraja’ and making him a Panel) 
Hazai i Zat. Up to Tcj Chand’s lime, the administration of the district of Biu dwan and all such territory 
which cmiipi ised the Bin dwan Raj was in the hands of the Maharajadhiraja or his representative, and 
Bnrdvvan was treated, more or less, like a Semi-Independent State. During his time, the vast Estates 
of the Burdwan Raj were hiought under the operation of Reg\ilation I of 1793 — the basis of the 
Pernianeiit Settlement under the British Rule, in which, Tej Chand’s son Pratap Chand, who died 
during the life time of liis father, played a conspicuous part. Maharajadhiraja Tej Chand died i)i 1832, 
and was .succeeded by his adopted son Maljfab Chand in 1832. He also on his succession, was re- 
cognized as 'Muharajadhunj Bahadin ’, by t!)e Governor Gene)-al of India. Mahtab C?)and, in 1840, 
got another Sanad, signed by the Goveiiior General of India, confiiming him in tlie dignity and title. 
Ill 1864, lie wa.s appointed an Additional Member of tlie Viceregal Legislative Council, being the first 
Nobleman in Bengal to he thus honoured. In 1868, the Maharaja obtained for himself and his des- 
ceiidanls the Royal License to bear ‘Arms and Supporters’, and at tlie Imperial Assemblage at Delhi 
on the 1st January, 1877, on the occasion of the Proclamation of Her Most Gracious Majesty Queen 
Victoria as Empress of India, the privilege to receive a personal Salute of 13 guns was granted to 
‘His Highness tlie Maliarajadliiraj Malitab Chand Bahadur of Burdwan’. Malitab Chand died in 1879, 
and wa.s succeeded by liis adopted son Aftab Ciiaiid Mahtab. On attaining majority, lie was installed 
at Burdwan ill 3881, at which he was presented with a Sanad conferring upon him ‘the dignity of 
Maharajah under the name and style of Maharajadhiraj Aftab Chand Mahtab Bah.idur’. Aftab 
Cliand Mahtab died in 1885, leaving behind him his widow, Maharani Adliirani Raj Rani Beno Deyi 
Devi witli authority to adopt a sou. 

In 1887, Maharani Adliiraui Raj Rani Beno Deyi Devi, adopted the son of Lain (now Raja 
Bahadur) Ban Biliari Kapur, nephew of His Higlines:; the late Maharajadhiraja Mahtab Chand Bahadur 
and a brother-in-law of the late Maharajadhiraja Aftab Chand Mahtab Bahadur, and named the adopt- 
ed hoy Bijay Chand Mahtab, who thus succeeded Aftab Chand Mahtab in 1887. Maharani Adliirani 
Raj Rani Beno Deyi Devi died in 1888. Bijay Cliand Mahtab is the present Maharajadliiraja Bahadur 
and owner of the Burdwan Raj. He was born on the 19lh October, 1881. During his minority the 
vast Estates of the Burdwan Raj were managed under the Court of Wards, the Ward’s Manager 
being liis own father. Raja Ban Biliari Kapur Bahadur, C.S.I. Bijay Chand Mahatab was installed in 
1903, when at a Public Durbar in Burdwan, the Hon’ble Mr. I. A. Boiirdillon, tiie Acting Lieiitenaiit- 
Governor of Bengal, installed him and pre.sented him with two Sanads— one coiiferiing on him, ‘as 
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Zammdar of Biirdwin llie lieicditiry tille of Mnhinji Dhiri) to be alticlied to (lie L»tate ’ nnd witli 
a second Sanad conferring upon hun the title of Al'ilnnj'i Dhiiaj Dilndnr as a personal distinction

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a recluse at Beneres, who relinquished her right in favour of the reversionary, heir, Manindra Chandra 
Nandy, her grandson by her daughter, Gobinda Sundari. An honorarium of nine lacs and a monthly 
allowance of ten thousand rupees were settled on her during her life time. 

Maharaja Manindra Chandra Nandy was born in 1860. A chain of misfortunes befell him 
while very young, for he lost his mother when he was barely two years old, his father when he was 
twelve years old and his elder brother in his thirteenth year. Illness of a virulent type, at the com- 
paratively young age of fourteen, stood in bis way of obtaining school education. When change of 
air and the best of medical treatment recruited his health he improved his knowledge by private study. 
Pursuant to tile pi omisc lieid out to Maharaiii Surnamoyee, the Government of India conferred the 
title of ‘Maiiaraja’ on Manindra Cliandra Nandy on the 36lli May 1898. In respect of education he is 
a great benefactor to his country and a generous patron of education. He maintains a first grade 
College at Berhampore called the Berhampur Krishna Nath College at an annual expense of Rs. 4S000, 
a hoarding and a number of messes at an annual e.xpenditurc of Rs. 1.S000. For the accommodation 
of school students he has built a school house at an expense of Rs. 15000. Owing to influx of students 
from different parts of Bengal additions had to be made to the old college building at an enormous 
cost. For tile accommodation of the school students the Hon'ble the Maharaja spent about Rs. 
150,000 and a large building was constructed on the site which has been transferred by the Govern- 
ment free of revenue to the College authorities. He maintains High Schools at Berhampore, Saidabad, 
Saktipur, Beldanga, Mathrun, Fthora, Jabagram, Ulipur, Belka, Kamargaon, Hasanabad, Habaspur, 
Calcutta and Ranchi where the children of his tenants receive education at a nominal fee. He still 
contemplates to set up high schools in other parts of his zamindary. The present scientific and in- 
dustrial awakening of India stirs him up to set up a mining institution at Etliora and a Commercial 
College at Berhampore. He is sending out scholars to England, Japan, Ameiica, Austria and otlier 
parts of tlie world to learn science and industries The association for the scientific and industrial 
education of the Indians, tlie National College, the Bengal Technical Institution, the Deaf and Dumb 
School, the school for the blind children, the Mahakali Pathsalas at Berliampur and in Calcutta and 
the Mohila Ramkiishna Asram count him as their great patron. He contributed Rs. 5000 for Dauiatpur 
College, Rs. 5000 for Library at Navadwip, R.s. 50,000 for Rangpur College, Rs, 5000 for the Puri 
Veda Vidyalaya and to the chaiitable dispensary of Berhampur. He pays the fees of fifty pupiK attend- 
ing the Sanskiit College and more than Rs. 1000 every year to the poor students sitting for University 
Examinations. More than 150 students are provirled with free boarding and lodging at Berhampur, 
Mathrun, and Calcutta. For the encouragement of artisans and agriculturiests, he holds an exhibition 
at the Banjetia Gardens, Kasimbazar, at the cost of about Rs. 10,000 a year. He is thinking of esta- 
blishing Medical schools and has contributed Rs. 15000 for constructing the Albert Victor Hospital at 
Eelgachia. He maintains Cuizon Charitable Dispensary at Kasimbazar and similar institutions at 
Rahahi, Ballia, Ulipur, and Mathrun where his poor tenants obtain medical aid free of charge. The 
water woiks at Berhampur inagurated by his aunt and predecessor Maharani Sarnamoyee were com- 
pleted by him. He is also the foremost patron of Bengali and Sanskrit literature. He engages some 
pandits and educationists for editing great Vaisnab Granthas and magazines and preparing the History 
of the civilization of the world in Bengali. The .site on which the Bangiya Sahitya Parish.ad building 
stands and the site where Ramesh Bhabau is going to be built are a gift by the Mahar.ajah. 'I'hc 
Sahitya Sanmilan for promoting the advancement of the Bengal language and literature was first Iiold 
in 1910 under his auspices, at the K.asimbazar Rajbati. He patronises sevei al Sanskrit Tolcs. Recently

Manipur. 

Manipur is a Native Stale lyini,' in the I’rovince of Assam, with an appioxim.atearea of 8,456 sq. 
miles and a population of 384,016. 'I'he averai'e annual revenue is about Rs. 8,00,000. The earliest mention 
of Manipm is found in the jjieat epic Mahahharat. It is said that Ai jnn, the third Pandava, duiiiijr 
his sojourn ill Manipur, hecatne enamoured of a lieantifn! damsel, the only danghler of the long ot 
Gandhavhas hy whom Manipur was supposed to he inhahiled. Aijun maiiied her. The only issue of 
this inaiiiaj'e was Bahiuhahan, who founded the dynasty of hint's who have been reifininfl since that 
time. After the death of Aijiin at the hands of his son Bahiuhahan the latter went to Ratal oi the 
Nellier land to piocuie life-yivini; Maui. I'loin this event the conntiy had been called Manipur or the 
laud of Maui. Bahriihahau was succeerled hy 3 Rajahs Suhahu, Saisanjia and Hemantfa. The Raid 
of Heinaiifra adoi ed the Sun-God and was favoured with a son. Tins son was Pakhangha and was 
endowed with divine poweis to display himself in the form of a man or a serpent. He lived a few 
yeais before the Glnistian eia With the accession of Pakhangha, the leal histoiy begins. Pifty-one 
Rajas belonging to his line, succeeded. Accounts of these Monatchs aie piC'Cived in the ancient 
Pnrans. After then comes Garihnawaz. Pamheiha was the title hv which Gaiihiiawa? was sveliknown. 
When the Rajah conquered pan of Biirmah and C.achar, he pioiidly took this title as tlie destioycr of 
enemies. Gaiihnawaz was a descendant of Bahrnhahan R.ajah and a Ksliatriya Piince. Gaiihnauaz 
reigned fiom 1709 to 1748 His influence e.vtended even to Ava in hiiimah and to Cacliar m the 
west. Dining his time, the Manipniis esialilisheil a Buimesc Rajah on the tin one of Ava, who acknow- 
ledged the supremacy of Manipur. 'I'he Manipniis were Hindus from the eailiest times, long hcfoie 
the reign of P.ikliangha. About 17.55 the Bin mcse for the first lime invaded Manipur, and the iiiler 
Bharat Sai who was also called Jai Singh having sought the aid of Bi itish Governinent, a treaty of 
alliance w.as negotiated in 1762. On the out-hreak of fust Burmese war in 1825 the infuiiated Bur- 
mese invaded Assam, Cacliar and Maniinir. They weie however repulsed by Gambhir Singh with 
the help of the Knglish army, and the Kube velly down to the Kingthi liver, and peopled hy Slians, 
was added to the State, lu 1826 peace was coiicludetl witli Buima, anti Maiiipiii was dcclaied iiide- 
peiident. Gambhir Singh was i eqiiested to lestoie the Kube velley to the Biumesc. In e.Nchange 
the British Goveninient agreed to pay the simi of Rs. 6,000 annually to Gambhir Singh, winch amount 
has been increased to Rs. 6,270 dining the present Mahainjah's i eign. Until 1834 when Gambhir Singh 
died, the country remained quiet and piospeioiis. On his death, his son Chandia Kiiti Singh being at 
the time only one year old, Kara Singh, his uncle, and great-grandson of Garibnawaz, was appointed 
Regent. But the Rani, mother of Chandra Kirti Singh, became jealous, in 1844 contiived a plot to 
minder him, but failing ill her attempt, fled with the infant Rajah to Caciiar. Thus Kara Singh 
dedal ed himself Rajati. On his death in 1850 Debendra Singh, his brotlier was recognized as Rajali 
by tlie Biitisli Goveinment. Three iiiontbs afteiwaids, Cbaiidra Kirti Singh invaded Manipur, 
Debendra Singh who was unpopular, lied towaids Cachai, Chaiidia Kirti Singh having established his 
authoiity was in 1851 recognised by the Bi itish Goveinment. He proved himself to be a stiong and 
wist* I tiler, and tendered valuable services. He was coiifcri ed on the dignified fitfe of K.C.S.f. and at

The histoiy of modem Billina is too well known to inei it recapitulation lieic, but fiom wav 
b.ack thioiigh the ages theie enicige one or two iiiteiesling facts which aie not genei ally known Thcie 
is a legend to the effect that the fust piinces of Burma came fiom Benaies, hut in authoritative ciiclcs 
this story has long been dismissed as fabnloiis. It is moie than piobable that the caily Bminans weie 
indigenous to Western China, fiom which counliy they migrated soiithwaids and established them- 
selves at Tagaung, in the Ruby Mines disliiction the noithein i caches of the Iiiaw.addy. This is said 
to have taken place dining the tenth centiiiy B.C., but theie is iiocsact iccoid of the date. Latei on 
a section of tins piiinitive coinmimity inaiched still fniihci south and founded the dynasty of Pyns at 
Piome. Still latci. but yet e.aily in the Chi islian Kin. Pioine was destioyed by the Talaiiigs and a 
new Bui niesc kingdom was established at P.agan, that place lemaining the headquaifeis of Binmese 
iiilcfoi iipwaids of five hundicd yeais. The P.igan dynasty came to an end .at the close of the 
thiiteenth ccntuiy, and for many yeais the countiy w.as split up into a mimbciof separate st.atcs. Even- 
tually, ill 1619, the Poitiigiiesc signed a tie.aty with the Buimesc King of Pegu and established f.actoiies 
close to the sites of present-day Rangoon .and Moiiliiiein. Shoiily aftei waids the East India Company 
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commenced opoi aliens at Syriam (Rangoon) Promc nnd A\a, liic Dntcli obtained possession of tlie 
island of Isegraib on tlic Basscin coast, and in the middle €)f the tigbleentli century the French also 
took an interest in the trading posstbililies at Syiiam Such was the btginnnii’ of modern Burma, a 
countiy which has moaed somewhat slowly and not atviajs, one loijgincs along the slraightest pith 
Of Its future, howeter, there is not the slightest doubt foi Burma is a country of wondei fill possibilities 
Rangoon situated on the left bank of riter Jrrawady the pi escnt capital of Burma is one of 
the most cosmopolitan Cities in the East, jet stniigely enough it IS by no means a typical Buimesc 

city It IS all so modern Stiaiglit, long wellkepl streets hid out on the Amtricnii phn, iinsoiiry 
buildings and tramways rice mills and stw nulls oinate paiks and artificial lakes Ihe trade mostly 
of the port IS in the hands of forugneis, Climr*e Indian and Eun^ean Its slaple industries are the 
export ol nee and limber The city of the Sbwe Dagoi\ that wondeifiil pngoda stands on a lull ncaily 
170 feet abosc the town and laises its head pioudly to a further height of 368 feet

Thft Arrival. 

His Rojal Higlniess arrited at Rangoon this morning on the R.I.M S 
‘Duffenn’ which took up her berth at Leuis Street Jetty at half past eight. 
As the \essel came along side the jetty a salute of 31 guns was fired and the 
Lieutenant Goternor Sir Reginald Craddock with his sf.iff proceeded on 
board to welcome His Royal Highness, who immediately afterwards accom 
panted by the members of his sta0, disembarked and was received on Hie 
jetty by tlie Lieutenant*Go\ernor 

His Honour after greeting the Prince presented Sir S M Robinson, 
Kt , Chief Judge, Cinef Court, Lower Burma .and Major-General Sir V. B. 
Fane, Commanding the Burma Independent District The latter in turn 
presented Colonel Commandant H Ross Commanding the Rangoon 
Brigade Area. 

On the n\er bank, to the right and kft of the jetty were two Guards 
of Honour, that on the right consisting of 100 men of the Royal Na\y under 
the command of Lieut -Comdeord, and on the kft 100 im-ii of the Roy.d 
Scots under the command of Capt Biddolpli To the right of the Na\al 
Guard of Honour were the B.'uid and Pipes of tiic 1st the Royal Scots, 
facing cst.

There, kneeling on a carpet %ere (ound Burmese m-udens 
prettily dressed in Burmese costumes and holding bouquets As His Rojal 
Highness's carnage approached, the girls* shikoed iii true Burmese style 
three times, then rising, they were introduced one by one to the Priiue by 
Mr J M Symns, the Chairman of the Schools’ ‘Panchl’ Reception Committee, 
who was accompanied by U Po Sein, Deputy Inspector of Schools Another 
interesting and somewhat remarkable feature of this section of the jotirnev 
was the gathering of the lads of the Blind School, who sang an ode uf uel 
come to His Royal Highness, in Burmese At tlie Turf Club, outside the 
Brigade ofhee, where were gathered the families of soldieis, up to the Jewish 
pandal, was one long succession of cheers 1 he ne\t halt was made at the 
Armenian pandal wliere a no\el and interesting ceremonv was performed 
First the Prince was blessed by the Armenian priest the Re\. M Israclnm, 
with tiie orthodox ritual of the Armenian chinch, and then Miss Beatnce 
Da\id presented His Royal Highness with a superb bouquet of orchid. One 
more halt was made at Karen ‘pandal for the presentation ofaiiothei bouquet. 
From here His Royal Higlmess passed into the Govcinmeut House ginuuds 
where he was met by hts Honour Sir Reginald Craddock who had traversed 
another route, and Lady Craddock Here His Roval Highness was received 
with a Royal Salute by two Guards of Honour After inspecting the Guards 
of Honour the Prince received the salute from the Light Horse Company of 
the Rangoon Battalion A salute of 31 guns was also fired and the Roval 
Standard was broken at tlie flagstaff. 

After a short rest the Prince proceeded to the maidan and practised 
polo for some time His Royal Highness lunched quictlv at Goverimient 
House at 1 30 
At the Univcriity 

An entluisiastic and most loy il welcome was accorded to tiic Prince 
at the University College in afternoon when the Prince hoiiourecl it willi liis 
presence for about half an hour. The Unuersity College .uul ground ln<l 
been decorated to welcome the Prince and b\ 3 30 p m the lawn in front of 
the College presented a most animated scene 1 he Senate and Council of 
tlie University were present in their robes and so were tlie graduates and the 
undergraduates In tlie centre* of the hwn was a ‘Pyatint where the Prince 
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was accomodated on his arrival. At 
3'45 p.m. the Lieutenant-Governor 
who is Chancellor of the University, 
drove up in a car and was received 
by tlie members of the Senate. Shortly 
afterwards the car in whicli tlie Prince 
was Iravellint' w a s sighted and a 
mighty ciieer of welcome greeted him, 
the Prince lifting h i s ‘Cnrzon’ in 
acknowledgment of the greeting of 
the assenibly. The Prince was ac- 
companied by liis staff and on alight- 
ing was greeted by His Honour who 
introduced the members of the Senate 
and Council to liim. The Prince 
was then made the recipient of three 
bouquets. Burmese Sedaw Music 
was played and ]3unnese soiigs were 
sung, the Prince and liis staff being 
a very inteiested audience. It was 
not till liic Prince entered the ‘Pyathaf 
and took liis seat that tlic applause 
died down. Two of tlie students, Ba Toon Tin of Judson College and Kyaw 
Aye of University College, tlien approached His Royal Highness and after 
making their obeisance Kya'v Aye read out the following address:- 

"Your Roy.!! Hyiiiiiiuv-., 

"Tlie uncict >>i of Ransjocn Uiiivcisity icjoicc limt oppoitimily i-, given ii^ of -.liow- 
ing oui' loyal ic'.pvct for you a^ the ^epte^entativc of Hib Majebty, tlic King-Empetoi, and as the fulnie 
Sovfi cign of this land. Wc have lead of you as the gallant conn ade of the inoii who fonglit in the 
Gicat War, and of youi tiieless l.ahouis among the peoples of the Empiie as the piincely inassengei of 
good will. In affectionate admiration we would saliilc you as the Sovereign absolute iu young men's 
heaits; and would asl; you to accept our expiession of fiim devotion to His Majesty tlie Kmg-Empcioi, 
and to you, his heir and our Piincc, 

“May we fm tlici ask Your Royal Highness to accept this ode in our mother tongue wutten 
after the manner iu whicli our poets in times past celebialcd the virtues of noble pi luces. Poetical 
foims alone adequately can express the wauntU of the devotion to the person of Your Royal Highness

His Royal Highness next moved among the students and listened to 
the Buimese music and song, and took his departure about 4-30 p.m. 
Ex-Service Mens Reception. 

From University College the Prince proceeded direct to the Dalhousie 
Park to meet a gathering of ex-service men, who had previously gathered 
there. The Prince was met by Major-General Sir V. B. Fane, Colonel-Com- 
mandant H. Ross, C.I.E., D.S.O., and Major Mac-Donald D.s.o., Commissioner 
of Police, the Band of the Royal Scots playing the National Anthem. The 
members of the Committee were first introduced by Capt Ashton to the 
Piince, who was afterwards conducted by Major Mac-Donald to a table on 
the top of the slope where he was entertained to tea, seated beneath a golden 
umbrella, in Royal style. 

After tea had been served several Burmese ex-service men were in- 
troduced to His Royal Highness. His Royal Highness shook hands with 
them and then was conducted to a convenient spot where 550 ex-Service 
men passed before him. The Prince shook hands with each one, occasionally 
stopping to question one or to congratulate him. After this had been com- 
pleted the men gatliered round His Royal Highness and cheered him to the 
echo, again and again “For He’s a Jolly Good Fellow” being sung twice. 
Dinner. 

In the evening there was a large Dinner Party at Government House. 
The Lieutenant-Goveinor of Burma proposed the health of His Majesty the 
King-Emperor and of His Royal Highness. 

Reception. 

After the Dinner Party ended, a Reception took place in the Ball-room 
of Government House, to which a great many of the leading residents had 
been honoured with an invitation. There were about seven hundred invited. 
The Ballroom had been very prettily decorated. The entered the Ball-room 
proceeded by the Lieutenant-Governor, Lady Craddock and the staff. The 
Piince took his stand immediately in front of the dais, on which Lieutenant- 
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Governor and Lady Craddock had taken up their positions The guests 
With the privilege of ‘Private Entree’ then filed past His Rojal Highnessand 
were presented by the Lieut -Governor. The Prince shook liands with eacli 
guest. Then some file hundred more guests had the honour of being 
presented to His Rojal Highness and he shook hands witli each of them. 
When all the presentation had been made, the Prince accompanied b> 
the Lieutenant-Governor, Lad> Craddock, and the members of the staff, 
passed out of the Ball-room on to the lawns, where refreshments were sen ed 
on a generous scale About 11 o’clock the band placed the first si\ bars of 
the National Anthem, denoting the departure of his Ro>al Highness, and the 
guests took their departure. 

The Decoratloni 

Rangoon was ablaze of colour presenting a scene winch baffles des- 
cription All along tlie route through which the Prince traversed in his 
triumphal entrj into the capital of Burma the numerous flags and bunting, 
the arches and the pandals, the gay dresses of the ladies, the picturesque 
costumes of the Burmese all blended in a harmony of colour which was as 
attractive as it was ga> Tlie whole city was m holidav attire and presented 
a prett> picture as the Pnnee passed by, a picture winch will live long in 
tlie memory of all who witnessed it The illuminations m the citv at night 
were extremely pretty to watch, the pandals near the jetty being artistically 
lit up

THE PRINCE IN RANGOON. 

Proclamation Parade. 

How thoroiighl> Rangoon was making hohdav in lionour of liis Roval 
Highness was well demonstrated on the morning following his arrival, at the 
Proclamation Parade, which annual New Year Da> event had been post- 
poned in order to confer upon it the character of Roval Review. All the 
troops in Garrison together vvilh the Militarv Police and a force of Civil 
Police both District and Rangoon Town, paraded on the ‘Maidan’ tliat for 
the King’s Proclamation Parade. The troops were lined up facing west. 
PuncUiall) at 8 am. the Prince accompanied by hts staff arrived at the 
paddock where lie was met b> Major-General Sir V B F.inc Here His 
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Royal Highness mounted Mr. Clarke Glover’s pony ‘Musketeer’ and ac- 
companied by General Fane and staff being immediately followed by a 
Mounted infantry man carrying the Royal Standard, rode on to the paiade 
ground. The Union Jack was broken at the flag post and the first gun of 
the salute was filed. The salute of 31 guns was fired in groups of 11, 10 and 
10 rounds. After each group had been completed a ‘feu-de joie’ was fired, 
the Bands playing six bars of the National Anthem after the first two and 
the wliole anthem after the last. The Royal Salute followed and three cheers 
were then, given for the King-Emperor. This concluded the Proclamation 
Parade. The Union Jack was then pulled down and His Royal Highness's 
flag the Royal Standard was broken. This was followed by tlie Royal Salute, 
the Bands playing the National Anthem. The Prince next inspected the 
parade after which he took up liis position at the flagstaff to take the salute 
during the march past. 

The tioops first marched past in column of companies from north to 
south and afterwards returned in close column from soutli to north. His 
Royal Highness taking the salute on both occasions. The troops then 
marched back to tlieir respective barracks and tlie Piince leturnedto Govern- 
ment House. 

At the Garden Party. 

There was a Garden Party at Government House at 3-45 p.m. Long 
before the appointed hour a large number of people had arrived and by the 
time (4-30 p.m.) tliat His Royal Highness stepped on to the lawn, in front of 
Government House, there must have been close on 1,000 people present, 
representatives of all communities and including all the officials, Consuls 
and leading citizens. The grounds of Government House are so beautiful 
that they need no decorating but the placing of large coloured Burmese um- 
brellas at different spots on the lawn with cosy looking chairs beneath then- 
shade enhanced the general effect. At 4-30 His Royal Highness, accom- 
panied by the Lt.-Governor appeared in view^ and he was received with 
cheets. The guests then dispersed about the lawns some to take refresh- 
ments and others to watch the various amusements provided for their enter- 
tainment. On the South lawn there w’as a great gathering of Boy Scouts and 
Girl Guides wlio had come from all parts of tlie Province to have a ‘Rally’ 
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for the Prince Before partaking of tea, the Prince proceeded to where 
they were gathered Tiie Prince inspected the Scouts and the Girl Guides 
and then performed aw interesting little ceremony presenting the medal of 
merit and pinning it on to the breast of Scoutmaster U Pedroni of the A 
B.M troop, Meiktila, the medal being gi\en to Pedroni for saving life After 
this was done tlie Prince addressing the troops said he wasvery much pleased 
to see so many of them joining two such splendid movements iii the world 
He congratulated them on their large numbers and their smart appearance, 
Cheers were tlien called for the Prince and lustily given, the Prince acknow- 
ledging the greetings After having tea at the special ‘Marquee’ tlie Prince 
visited a party of Karen Hill tribes from Toungoo, numbering about 40 men, 
women and boys who were m their intural costumes, and tindei the leader- 
ship of Dr So Po Will Tlie Karen bovs, who numbered twenty-five, play 
ed Karen and English music on instruments which were manufactured from 
bamboo An evhibitiou of Karen dancing and singing was best gwen, wlncli 
the Prince enjoyed 1 he visitors were ne\t mtiodnced to some Burmese 
juggling which in the opinion of all who vveie present was the best than that, 
which they had seen m Burma .and even out o( the Province 

The other side show was a ‘Ycin Pwe m winch twelve girN took part 
and an ‘anyem’ in winch two girls and two clowns took part Before leav- 
ing it, the Prince Visited the corner of the south lawn, where the Indian officers 
of the Indian Army and Burma Military .and Civil Police were gather- 
ed together in a group of tiieir own The men ueic formed up in line and 
the Prince toucliod the sword handle of each and then shook hands with 
each in turn Shortly after this the l*rmce retired into Government House 
amid great cheering At dusk the face* of Government House was brilliantly 
illuminated witli coloured electric lights 
Dmner. 

His Royal Highness accompanied by the Licuteiniit Go\ernor, dined 
privately 111 the evening with the members of the Pegu Club When the 
Prince .arrived at the Pegu Chib he was met at the entnnec In Mr Gavin 
Volt, President of the Pegu Club, and the lueinbers of the Coniimltee of 
the Club At the eonelusioii of the dinner Mr Gavin Scott proposed the 
liealths of His Majesty the King-Emperor and of His Royal Highness 
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llis K’oynl llijuliiU'ss nKuii’ a brief Init happy little speech in reply to 
the tt'ast, euiphasisinji his itie.it plea-'iue at the w.irinth nf his welcnine to 
Hniina.

At tl)C Shan Chiefs’ Camp. 

.After dinner eveiyhody in .Mandalay fonml their way to tlie Shan 
Cliiefs' Camp, which liad been built in the fashion of a real Shan villai'e. 
The scene here was .ijor^eons and almost indescribable. 'I'lic whole villaf’e 
was beantifnlly iilnminated and the accomodation, which had been provided 
for the Prince and his party, was arrans;ed inside of an erection which was 
described as a Tlnone Room of Chieftains, Inside tliis Throne Room tiiere 
was a blaze t)f lij^ht and colour. Tlie Shan Chieftains, their wives and families, 
were all tlressed m matiniltceiit clothin" and were heavily be jewelled. They 
were all sealed in tlie 'riirone K’oom where also were a few honoured I'nests. 
Gn arrival at the Camp, the Prince, amidst deafeninj^ cheers, aliithted at the 
entrance ‘p.nidar .and w.is met by the I.t,-(iovernor who introdneed to the 
Prince the Shan Chiefs, who iiad jifjue out in a body to meet the Prince, 
The Prince accompanied by Mis Honour then mounted the dais. 'I'he Lt.- 
Governor presented the Superintendents and A.ssistant Superintendents of 
the Xorlhern and Southern Shan Slates tc> the I'lince. 

Music and Dancing. 

,\s the Prince took his seal each tribe in the Shan States, which was 
representeil there, made obeisance to him in turn in a manner peculiar to 
each tribe and then circled the d.ais several times. A j^orjueons paj'eant fol- 
lowed in the form of an entertainment consistinji of Shan and other tribal 
dances. The wild Shan tribes danced and .sani' before the ITince, drcs.sed 
in fantastic costumes, some of wliich tool; the shape of animals, butterflies, 
snakes, etc. The wild-toned tribal music, which accompanied each party 
of the dancers, tt\ou}'i> monotonous w:is yet pleasant to the ear. There was 
a weird knife ilance, a life dance and a death dance amonjf.st other fantastic 
types of tribal dancint;. As each party of dancers came before the Prince, 
the Chief of the tribe took his place beside him and, throuf'h an interpreter, 
e.xplained the stj^juilicancc of the dance beinj' then performed and also told 
him of the life of his tribe. 

After all the parlies of dancers h.ad »iven their performance and made 
obeisance, the Prince paid a visit to the several stalls, which had been erected 
on file j^ronnds of tiie Camii, where every imaj^inable article made by the 
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labour of the tribes was exposed for sale. On the stalls were a plentiful dis- 
play of lovely silverware, silver and uory daggers, Shan bags, Shan silks and 
cloths, gorgeous Shan swords and many other specimens of Shan manufac- 
ture. Huge crowds flocked round the different booths to which the Prince 
paid a visit, cheering him lustily all the time. It was a truly remarkable 
ovation and must have pleased the Prince very much 

The Prince left the Shan Chiefs’ Camp at about 11-30 p m. for Govern- 
ment House being escorted back to the entrance ‘pandal’ by the Chiefs and 
umbrella-bearers Prior to re entering his motor car the Prince took leave 
of the Shan Cliiefs and thanked them warml> for their interesting and unique 
entertainment.

The Garden Party. 

After lunching at Government House the Prince spent a quiet after- 
noon and m the evening attended the Garden Party given by His Honour, 
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an event which had been much iooked forward to by the citizens of Manda- 
lay. The ‘venue’ of the party was the lawn behind Government House and 
facing the Moat, the cool breeze from the lake making a hot afternoon a 
pleasant one. By 3-45 p.m. the lawn presented an animated and picturesque 
appeal ance, the rich costumes of the Sawbwas, the Court dresses of the 
Chinese and Die varied coloured dresses of the ladies being striking in con- 
trast to the dark suits of the gentlemen guests. There was a dense crowd ( 
of Burmans and Indians and others lining the opposing bank of the Moat to 
view the Moat races. His Honour was first to arrive on the lawn and a few 
minutes later the Prince, wearing a lounge suit, made his appearance accom- 
panied by members of his staff. The Prince made his way among the 
guests and then inspected a number of Service men and King's Police meda- 
lists with w!iom he shook hands. He was then introduced to eight Sayadaws 
among whom was the Burmese Arclrbishop. The Prince spent some minutes 
in conversation with the religious leaders of the Buddhist failli and made 
I bis way to where members of the ex-Royal family and the Shan Ciiiefs were, i 
j with whom he shook hands. After this he had tea along with a few select 
guests and then made Ins way to the Royal barge to watch the boat races. 

The royal barge was a thing of beautj'. It was built in the style of a 
^ ‘Kalawaik Paung’, a bird of good omen; according to Burmese legend, who 
brought good luck to Burmese king. It was magnificently embellished with 
' gold paper and from the beak of the bird hung a golden ball; an emblem of 

j good fortune. In the barge sat the Prince his Honour and certain guests. 

' As soon as all had taken their seats two canoes belonging to the men of 

1 Pakokku which were prettily decorated and containing a score of carsmen 

' in each towed it along to the strains of Burman music and the huzzas of 

those assembled on tiie lawn. As tlie barge floated on the lake it was sur- 
rounded by all the other boats. The barge moved along the bank of the

boats from the districts of Upper Burma What proved an original and 
novel sight to tlie visitors was the de\lerit> vvilli whicli Intha men and women 
rowed their canoes paddling them with their feet The course was about 
440 vards long and at the starting and winning posts were decorated stages 
The race w Inch created the greatest enthusiasm and interest was that between 
the Burmese boat and Intha women, and the winners received a good 
ovation It was a wonderful lake pageant and was enjoved inimenselj. i

The Illuminations. 

The Prince and party, which included the Lt. -Governor left Govern- 
ment House after dinner and drove to the lakes, to view the illuminations 
and fireworks. The arrival of the Royal car was heralded long before it 
was in sight by the mass of people lining the route who immediately broke 
out into a tumultous welcome cheer. As the car passed the entiance into 
Dalhousie Park, the entrance to which was one of dazzling brilliance, a blaze 
of light showing through crystal device, thirty-one aerial maroons greeted 
him, the bands repeating “God Bless the Prince of Wales”. All along, 
right round the Park the Royal car made triumphal progress. Over the 
entrance to Dalhousie Park was an elliptical arch dazzling in radiance, with 
the wish “Long Live the Prince” worked out in beautiful colours and sur- 
mounted by a Crown also in coloured lights. A short distance away from 
the entrance was a banner of crystals bearing the word “Welcome” which 
was visible from any point along tlie drive, to a distance of about quarter of 
a mile. On the mound immediately behind King Edward’s statue and 
showing between the trees was a Star of India and in the same line but a 
little way off were the Prince of Wales’ plumes, a striking model in a har- 
monious setting. The crown on the statue of tlie King was artistically touch- 
ed up with electric jets brilliantly illuminating the figure. The colonnade 
surrounding it was decked with fairy lights of varied lines. All round the 
lakes were to be seen a chain of fairy-lights, Japanese lanterns, etc., the 
general scheme of illumination being aitistic to say the least. 

The lake itself was one mass of light and colour and the decorated

At the Harbour. 

R. I. Jibs, ‘Dufferin’ arrived in 
Madras bringing tlie Prince from Ran- 
goon at 8-30 a.m. this morning. As 
soon as the ship was signalled, three 
guns were fired from the ramparts of 
the Fort St. George. Reaching the 
harbour was announced by the Royal 
Salute of 31 guns. Lord and Lady 
Willingdon met His Royal Highness 
at the quay attended by His Excel- 
lency’s personal staff who were all 
presented to the Prince. 

His Excellency then presented 
to His Royal Highness, Their 
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Higlinesses of Tnivancore and Cochin, the Commander-in-Chief of His ‘ 
Majesty’s Naval Forces in the East Indies, Sir W. Schuabe, the Chief Justice, ' 
Bishop H. Whitehead, the Archbishop, the Hon. Sir C. G. Todhunter, Sir ^ 
Lionel Davidson, the Hon. Messrs. K. Sriiii\asa Ayyangar, P. Ramarajanin- ’ 
gar, Dcivan Bahadur T. Desikachary, Sir P. Rajagopala Acliariyar, Sir A. R. 
Knapp, Mr. R. A. Graliani and the Chairman of the Madras Port Trust. 

After inspecting the Guards of Honour, there were more presentations j 
which included the Prince of Arcot, the Judges of the High Court, the Sur- 
geon-General the General Officer Commanding, Madras District, the Darbari 
Zamindars, tlie members of the Board of Revenue, the Advocate-General, 
the Chief Engineer to Government, the Venerable tlie Archdeacon, Secre- 
taries to Government, the Commissioner of Labour, Consul for tlie U.S.A., 
Resident in Travancore and Cochin, Director of Public Instruction and all 
tlie heads of departments in the Presidency, as well as Sir M. C. T. Muthia . 
Clielly, the Sheriff. The Prince, accompanied by the Governor and preceded 
by tiieir personal staff, then proceeded to the dais, and His Excellency 
presented to tlie Prince, Sir Theagarova Chelty and Khan Daliadur 
Muliammad BazluUa Sahab, President and CominisMoner, respectively of the

H.R.H. the Prince made the following speech in reply: — 

"Gentlemen, 

“1 thank j oil heartily for join wai in welcome and for the kind e.vpi essions which you have 
Used coiicei iiiiif: me. I leeeive \nui addiess with special pleasuie because it lepresents the sentiments 
of the many castes and cieeds which jjo to m.ike up the people of this K’leal Pre.sideiicy. 1 shall ftladly 
convey to the KmK-Kmpeior your message of rlevotion. 

"While, with the advance of civiliwlion coiillicts of ide.as aic inevitable, it is to mean iiispiiniK 
thoii^hl that peisonal loyally such as yours provides a yjioimd on which every community can iimle. 

“Yon have youi aspii.iiioiis and your desire to advance. I welcome such aspiiatioiis and 
synip.alliise with them. You would be but a lifeless people if you weie not stirred by some such feel- 
iutJs. 1 sliall watch your progress with keen interest. 1 feel suie that you only need that coopeiation 
and fjondwill to which you have lefeired, to eiisuie the biiKlilesi fiilme for the Madi.is Presidency. 

"My only reflet is that my time with yon IS slioit. As the home of the old Diavidian stock, 
Madias appeals to me as the most Indian part of Iiidi.i. As a student of histoiy 1 am hiscmaled by a 
laud whose sioiy bcKiu' in the mists of ancient limes when Rama c.tme heie to seek his biide, Thioiifili 
the history of fjreat KintJdom'. Hreat names and Kieat events, one passes to the yeais which fust saw 
on this soil the d.iwn of the Indian Kmpire of toil.iy. 

"From the stiuRCles of the eaily days of our comieclion with Madras, my tlioiit>hts turn to the 
recent Rie.at War. In that slriicijle you stood by our side and pbyed a noble p.iit. You sh.ired m 
that common saciifice which bound the Kmpire tojietliei. Great Biilam will not forKet those services ; 
and I have come heie to see a«ain some of those who went forth from this land to sci vc tli.at cause. 

Peace has now come; but the Ivinpire sidl li.is need of you. Youi words cany* weight in 
her Councils; and if 1 mistake not, the hi«h mental qualities of your sons iiwik out for you a hiRli 
place in the destinies of this yjreat land. 

“Gentlemen, 1 thank you once moie foi your waim welcome. The future piogiess of the 
people of Madras will .alw.ays command my sympathetic iiiteicst. 1 much appieciate youi kind thoufiht 
in associatiiift my name with the hospit.-d which you .arc Kencioiisly erccliiiK for the children of 
Madias." 

Both the above addresses were presented to the l?oyal visitor in beau- 
tifully inscribed silver caskets.

The Prince in reply said: —

to see the Cliamber in which the flelilieialinus of the Coiiiici] of the ohtest Presidency in India .arc 
cariied on. 

"Only a year lias passed since my miele llie Oiilie of Comiaiis’ht, as lejire.seiifaliv'e of His 
Majesty the Kinij-lvmpeior, iiiaustiirated your new reformed coiisliliilioii. I am informed that in tins 
Iirief space, under the aide ttnidaiiee of your Pi esideiil, yon aic jiislifyintt the extension of the wide 
powers which liave lieeii piveii yon under the Reforms Act and arc inaldni; an adeance by wise and 
ttiadii.al steps to your (ioal of full le'ponsilde jjovei nineni, 

“1 am sure that yon realize the heavy lespoiisiliililies which rest on you as repre.scnl.itives of 
the people of this Presidency, and I feel confident that you will always act with steady purpose and 
balanced jiidgmeiit to secure the progress and prosperity of all classes and comimmities. 

‘‘It will jtive me (treat ideasiire to convey to His Majesty the Kiiii'-Kinperor your iness.aite of 
loyally and devotion. i 

"! wi'h you all success and assure you that I shall follow your future with all the (treater 
personal iiitere .,1 after the visit that I have paid you to-day." , 
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After the conclusion of the Prince’s speech, which was followed by 
vociferous cheering for several minutes, the Governor and the President, ac- 
companied by the two Honourable Members representing the Council, 
and preceded by tlie personal staff of the Prince, escorted the Prince to the 
door of the Chamber. 

The Prince and Stndenb. 

The Pnnee was given a most splendid reception by the College students 
of this Presidency at the Senate House in afternoon. There were over 500 
students present of whom about a hundred were lady-students. The Prince 
accompanied by Lord Wilhngdon, when lie entered the hall was received 
with prolonged cheers. The Vice-Chancellor, the Hon'ble Mr. K. Sreeni\'asa

Indian and European citizens of Madras and the Pre.sidcncy for a reception 
at tlie Banquetiui' Hall in honour of the Prince’s visit. At about the ap- 
pointed hour His Royal Highness 
accompanied by Their Excellencies 
Lord and Lady Willingdon and pre- 
ceded by their respective staffs en- 
tered the Banqueting Hall and then 
the presentations commenced, which 
occupied about two hours. After the 
conclusion of the presentations the 
guests retired for refreshments and 
later there was dancing in which the 
Piince joined.

Saturday was a comparatively 
light day for the Prince, the whole 
forenoon having been left free to en- 
joy the hard-earned rest.

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1867, lliu Rnja adopted in 1873 the thiid son of liis eldest daughter who is now the ndcr of the State. 
In 1878 Mr. (and aftei waids Sir) A. Sashia Saslii was appointed Sirkeel, who ably administered the 
State, dining tlie lemainder of the inie of the Kaja. As a result of the intiodiiction of many refoims 
and a general impiovenient in the cliaracler and tone of adininistialion after tlie appomtnient of 
S.asliia Sastii as Sirkeel. the Raja seem ed the esteem of the llritish Goveininent; and Her .Majesty 
the Queen Kinpi ess was pleased to .sanction in the year 1884 the giant of a salute of 11 guns to the 
K.ija, who was al'O confeiied the title of H.H. The K.aj.i died on 1.3th Apiil 1886 and was succeeded 
by his adopted son. the present Kaja His Highness Sir M.ailhanda Hhaiiava 'I’ondiman Bahadin. He 
was bom in 1875, and was installed on the gadt in 1886 when he w.is only 11 yeais old. Dining his 
minoiity Sir A. Sasliia Sastii was made Dewan Kc'gent. The Kaj.i had aheady made considei.ibie pio- 
gress in ICnglisIi, Tamil, .Sanski it, and Di awing. .Mi. K. 1'. Ciossjy was appointed Knghsh liiloi to 
give iii.sliiicliotis to tlie Kaj.i 111 seveia! blanches of study. Hetonud occasionally in Sontlieiii and 
Upper India and made the accjii.iiiilance of many gieat men. On the completion of the nineteenth 
year, His Highness the Kaja was invested with the full poweis of administialion. In 1898 His High- 
ness made his fust visit to ICni ope and to England, and was leceived by the Pi nice of Wales (aftei- 
waids Edwaid VII) at Mailboiotigh House, lie had also the honour of being leceived by Hei Majesty 
Queen Victoiia at Wnidsoi C.islle. Petween the ye.iis 1, SOS to 1909, tlie linances ot the State weie 
placed on a sound footing, coiisideiable attention was p.iid to the e.vp.iiision and impiovenient of 
in ig.ition woi ks 111 the Stale, facilities foi the elenienlaiy eiliicalioii of the people weie cie.ited and 
e.v'leiided to the whole of the Slate, the settlement of the levennes of the State on the basis of a 
scientific classification of the soil was commenced and with a view to associ.ite the people with the 
admiiiistiation of the Stale, a Keiuesentative Assembly consisting of 30 membeis paitly elected by the 
people and p.iitly nominated by the Kaj.i w.is constituted. 

In 1909 His Highness iiiodilied the constitution of the administiative machinery by establish- 
ing a .Slate Conned coii'isinig of tlnee meinbei' to advise him in the adniinisli.ilion of the State. Since 
the advent of the Council the Keveniie Setlleineiit opeialioiis weie completed and vaiioiis inipiove- 
nients were made in the admiiiisti.ilir , 11 of the State. In 1913 the title of Grand Commander of the 
Indian Empiie was confeiied on His Highness the R.ija. In the same yeai, the Silver Jubilee of the 
leigii of the Kaja was celebrated by the pe.iple at the C.ipital in a mannei, belittmg the occasion. In 
conimemoialion of the occasion His Highness gianted v.iiioiis boons to the people in the shape of 
leiiiissioii of various t.ixes, eiil.iigemeul of their polilic.il lights etc. 

In 1914, the Gieat War between England .iiul her allies and Germany and Aiistiia bioke out. 
His Highness was then in Em ope. He immeihalely comiminicaled to the Biitish Government, his 
desiieto place his peisoiial sei vices and all the lesoiiices, of the State, at the disposal of His Majestv 
the King Eiiipeioi, in hei hour of need. The K.aja immediately leturned to India and helpedthc 
Biitish Govcinment by descent contiibiitioii to all projects calculated to win the war. On August 
10, 1915, His Highness m.iiiied at Meibom nc in Aiistialia Miss E. M. Kink daughter of Mr. Wolfe Fink 
M.A.,LE.B. He letmncd to the Slate in October with his consoit and they weie received 
with gieat coidialily by his subjects in the c.apital and conducted loiind the piincipa! streets m a giand 
piocessiou. A son w.as bom to them on the 22nd July 1916. 

Banganapalle. 

Banganapalle, the only Muslim State in the M.adr.as Presidency has an area of 275 square miles 
and a population of 36,646.

Moluunmad I'hisuff, Killadar of lianganapalle. Tliuicnpon Hie family of Hiissain Ali Khan fled to 
Hyderabad, with their uncle Asad Ah Khan, who gained distinction in the Kizam's army. Shoilly 
afterwards he collected a number of troops and inarched against Hanganapalle. In a pitched battle 
fought at Tammndapalle in 1791. he defe.ated the deputies of 'I’ippu, Mohammad Eusuff Kluidbuddin 
and recovered the possession of Uanganapatle. He bestowed Ihe 3 agir on one of bis nephews, Syed 
Gliulam Ali Kiian also Imown as Mansmari-Donlah .An/.am. Dming his rnle (1793-1822) he introduced 
tlie Sub-J.agir system and made several grants of villages to his hrolliers and cousins. When the 
Ceded Districts were lianded over to the Ilononralde East India Company by the N'izamof Hyderabad 
in 1798, BangnuapaUe c.ame to lie retained as a Jagir. In 1822 Mansurad-Doulab was succeeded by 
ins sou Syed Hussain Ali Khan who was in turn succeeded by his brother's sou Syed Gliulam Ali 
Khan, His administration lasted for nineteen ye.ars between lS'19-1868. On his denlli in 1868 with- 
out an issue, lie was succeeded by bis nepliew Syed Fateh Ali Khan Hahadiir who ruled the State for 
33 years. He was made a companion of the Star of India. He died on the 22 ik 1 Apiil 1905, and wsas 
succeeded by his etde-t son Syed Ghulam Ali Khan Bahadur who was formally installed on the 19lh 
December 1908 by His Exeelleucy Sir Arlluir Lawkw, Governor of M.adias, the ndmini-tration of the 
State in the meniiwliilu having been iiiuler a Political Officer, Mr. ]. C. Molony I.C..S., m llie capacity 
of tlic AssiAant Political Agent, One of the chief reforms inaugurated during the rule of Ghnlam Ali 
Khan Babadur'was the settlement of land revenues. Several woiks of piiblie iililily were executed in 
Ins time. In the time of the great European War he liberally contributed a sum of Ks. 1,00,000 
(one lac) to the provincial and Imperial War I'nnds, besides paying li<. 350 per mensem for the main- 
tenance of tlie Hospital Ship 'Madras' tiuougbout the war. Tlic loy.nlly of the ruling liouse to the 
British Throne was manifested in this and several other directions. 

He attended tlie Coronation of 'Plieir Impel iai M.ajcsty in December 1911 and was piescnt .at 
Bombay at the reception of His Koyai Highness the Prince of Wales in November 1921. A perma- 
nent salute of nine guns was granted to the Stale. After a shoit illness he passed away on the 22!id 
January 1922. He was succeeded hy his eldest son Xaw.ab Mir Eazlu Ali Khan Bahadur. He is an 
eiiliglitened ruler being educated iii.st at Newington, Madras, and afterwards at Jfayo College, Ajmer 
He passed the Diploma Examination in 1921 and is the first member of ttie ruling family to attain 
this distinction in the western education. He w.as installed on the Masiiatl of his ancestors in 1922 by 
His E.xcelleiicy Loid Williiigdoii. Tlie Nawab is a member of the Chamher of Princes and lie attended 
the conference at Delhi for the first time in February 1933. Tlie Nawab Sahib was married in 
February 1924 at Hyderabad and Ids arrival with his family w.as hailed with joy througlioiil the Sl.itc. 

Sandur. 

Sandiir is a small Mnharatta State in the Madras Presidency hcautifully situated nniidst thick 
forest clad hills and dales possessing a Salubrioii.s climate and hcaiiliful .scenery. 'I'hc Kumaiaswami 
.and Kamandnig hills 3400 and 3256 ft. above sea level arc both famous, the foraer as .a sacred place 
for liindu pilgrims with the celebrated shrine of Sri Kumacaswanii, and the latter as a Sanitarium for 
European Officers of ihe Ball.vy District and as a Mitit.ai-y convalcs depot, with mineral springs in it.

Both 
these cities are lit by electi icily, and much has been done in the w.ay of clearing out congested are.as, 
providing them with ‘lungs', opening out e.vteiisions, and inducing the people to build houses of an im- 
piovcd type. Mysotc, His Highness's favomite city, beats the impiess of his artistic genius, and is a

As officers of the Mjsore Imperial Service troops numerous Unsmen of the Malnraji served 
in the war Colonel Desraj Urs CIE M\0 a brother in law of His Highness commanded the 
force Lord Chelmsford while visiting the Stale made touching lefercnces to the readiness with which 
Mjsore responded to the Empires call m the dire crisis of 1914 and steadfastly stood by Britams 
side througl out that period of trnl Speaking at the nieeti ig held at the Guildhall on May 19 1915 
the British Prime Mini ter referred to the large financial coiitubution made by Mjsore as one of the 
finest and most munificeut gifts which has come from any part of the Empire

The Prince at Bangalore. 

The weather Mas -it Its best, fresh and bright, wlien the royal special 
from Madras steamed into Bangalore City station at 8 30 am and the news 
that the Prince had arrived was conveyed to the e\pectant thousands by the 
boom of the Royal Salute, fired by the Royal Artillery At the station, which 
was gaily decorated, the Dew an of Mysore the principal officers of the 
Mysore State representatives from Coorg, Officers Commanding Regiments 
and high officials were presented to the Pnnee by the Resident The 
Guard of Honour furnished by the 2nd Queen Victoria s Own Sappers and 
Miners, presented arms After the presentahons, His Royal Higlmess drove 
in State to tlic Residency, through Seshadri Road md the Cubbon Park and 
along Queen s Road and Cubbon Road It was lined from one end to tlie 
other bv thousands of people who were especially numerous in Cubbon Park, 
and vv ho show ed their pleasure at seeing the Prince in no halfhearted 
manner On arriving at the statue of Queen Victoria, in Cubbon Park, 
which was unveiled by King George (then Prince of Wales) m 1906, the 
Royal procession halted for a few moments while Rao Bahadur C N Surya 
narayana Rao, Vice President of the Municipal Commission, read an address 
of welcome on bclnlf of all comiminities and creeds m the civil and military 
station —

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“We rejoice that the return to liealth and strength of Your Koyal Highness lias made this 
Indian four possibJe; and we count ourselves most fortunate that it has brought the people of this 
Station tlie privilege, so graciously accorded, of approaching Vour Royal Highness in person. 

“We stand where, nearly sixteen years ago, Kis Most E.xcellent Majesty George the Fifth, as 
Piince of Wales, unveiled this statue of the Great Queen Empress, and within sight of the statue of 
Edward the Seventh, the Peacemaker, of revered memory; and we venture to see in the present gra- 
cious visit to India of Your Royal Highness the culmination of that love and solicitude for the welfare 
of the Indian Empire which have endeared four geneiations of the Royal House to the Indian people. 

“That this visit may inaugurate a new era of peace and advancement for this country is the 
united and heartfelt prayer of the people of this Station.” 

The Prince in reply said:- 
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"Gentlemen, 

“I tliank you for your kind welcome. I am gratified to receive an address which lepresents 
the sentiments of all communities and creeds in the important Military and Civil Station of Bangalore. 
I am glad to iiave been able to see this centre of the British Administration in Southern India which 
was visited by my father and wliicli has so many associations with my House. I wist) you all success 
in your labouis to provide for the civic needs of this City and Station. 1 tnisl that the citizens of 
Bangalore will have their share in the peaceful progress and growing prosperity whicli, I feel confident, 
aw.iits India in the future.” 

He was then again enthusiastically cheered as the procession drove 
on to the Residency, where the Guard of Honour provided by the Bangalore 
Battalion Auxiliary Force presented arms on his arrival. 

Parade. 

After a short interval the Prince left the Residency to attend a parade of 
troops, stationed in Bangalore, which took place on the Maidan which lies in the 
centre of the civil and military station. Inimen.se crowds lined all sides of 
the large parade ground and the Prince was heartily acclaimed when he 
reached the Maidan and on leaving. Immediately the parade was over the 
Prince held a review of ex-service men. There were present about 250 
European veterans, with each of whom the Prince shook hands, and also 
with more than 50 Indian ex-officers, Indian other ranks numbering little 
less than 2,000, were drawn up in two lines facing inwards and amid repeat- 
ed cheers the Prince rode slowly between the lines, continually acknowledg- 
ing tlie salutes of the old soldiers. On leaving the Prince received another 
prolonged ovation. He had lunch at Flagstaff House with Colonel-Com- 
mandant Lord Ruthven, Commanding the Bangalore Brigade-Area and 
this afternoon held a review of the police force in the Residency grounds.

“We I espeotfully wish Yoni Royal Highness, a pleasant tour both in our State and the laiger 
countiy, India, and piay foi a safe and happy letnin Home. 

The Prince in reply said;- 

“Gentlemen, 

“l thank you foi youi loyal addi ess of welcome. I am gi atified to have been able to follow 
in my father’s footsteps and pay a visit to Mysoie. 

“I have heaid with plcasme of the piogiessive spiiit in civic affaiis which has been shown by 
yoni Council and of vour effoits for the well-being of the inhabitants of Mysore City. Your idea! — to 
make your city a Capital, vvoi thy in all respects of His Highness the Maharaja and of this impmtant 
State — is deserving of tlie highest piaise. I am suie that I shall take an ay the most pleasant recol- 
lections of my visit to Mysoie.” 

The procession then proceeded to the Government House where His 
Royal Highness stayed during his visit there. Both sides of the route from 
the station to the Government House and all storeyed buildings and balco- 
nies, as well as the numerous wooden stands erected ‘en route’ and wide 
footpaths, were crowded several rows deep throughout, and spectators who 
cheered the Prince, as was proceeding in procession, consisted of all classes 
of people, young, old and middle aged, thousands of women and children, 
besides all school and college going population. 

After Mizaj Pursi, theie were the usual ceremonial visits between His 
Highness and His Royal Highness. 

State Banquet.

the Moghal Empire. 

The family of the Nizam is one of the most ancient and illustrious in India, tr.ncing its descent 
from the Kalifah Abu Hakr, who succeeded the Hiophet as the spiritual and temporal head of Islam. 

The present Nizam w.as born ill 1886. In 1911 he succeeded his father, Sir Mir Mahbub Ali 
Khan, w4io was a wise and popular Ruler devoted to the welfare of his people, and staunch in his loyal 
fiieiidship with the Hiitish Goveriniieut. 

The infancy of the young Fiiiice was p.assed in the precincts of the Falacc under careful sup- 
ervision, but from the peiiod of adolescence his education and bringing up was entrusted to Mr.

This choice of tutois 
and companions pioved to be as happy in its lesults as it was wise for the future Nizam had the full- 
est oppoitunity of acqiiiiinq not only an intimate knowicdqe of Enqlish, a coirect aceent, and the oiit- 
waid polish so necessaiy to one in his hiqh station, but also that ‘qrit’ which is usually .associated with 
hiqh chai actor, and which is indispensable to a successful caiecr. 

In Oiieiital Itaininq the Nizam has attained considci.able pioficiency, and developed a maiked 
htciaiy balent which has already boine fruit in the foim of several volumes of poems (Ghazals or Odes 
&c.) composed m the Uidu langnaqc, which arc admitted to be of high mciit and will bean acquisition 
to Uidu liteiatnic.

■‘Your Royal Highness, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

“It is niy proud privilege to give you the nomination of a toast that I feel sure will receive 
from you the most loyal and cordial response. The visit of His Royal Higliness tiie Prince of Wales 
to my Capital, is an event of profound gratification to me. During the reign of my revered father 
Hyderabad enjoyed a similar lionour by the gracious presence of tlie two Royal visitors wlio are now, 
in the fullness of time. Their Majesties the King-Emperor and Queen-Empress of India. Once again 
the Heir Apparent to the British Throne is amongst us. To give him welcome is at once an abiding 
pleasure and a great honour to me. For more than a century my house has been in unbroken alliance 
with the British Empire-— an alliance that has been marked in moments of peril and danger by the 
closest ties of mutual sei vice and assistance. The world-wide war was but one more test of the indis- 
soluble bond of unity that exists between the Asifjah and the British Crown. To maintain and per- 
petuate the traditions of that friendship and alliance with which the history of my house is replete, is 
a duty that 1 have inherited from my forefathers; and I would ask His Royal Highness to convey to 
Their Majesties assurances of my sincere and un-altcrabic devotion. The gracious presence of His 
Royal Highness as my honoured guest adds to the warmth of those sentiments of affection that I en- 
leitain for the Royal House of England. His Roy.al Higlmess cariics with him a charming personality 
which fails not to win the hearts of Prince and peasant alike — a personality conspicuous in peace as in 
War. To me the memory of this evening will ever remain an enduring recolleclion of a visit that is a 
source of joy and pride to me. 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, 1 will now ask you to join mo in di inking enthusiastically to the 
health of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales.”

On reaching the maidan 
the Piince was received by H.E.H. the Nizam, and his Royal Highness then 
mounted his horse and rode on to the parade, while his Exalted Highness 
entered his motor-car from which he watched the parade in a special en- 
closure in which were also present the Nizam’s sons and all the ministeis 
and nobles of the State. 


On the Piince’s anival the whole parade amounting to more than 3,500 
officers and men was diawn up in a line facing the base. After the inspec- 
\-i tion the Piince took the salute as the various units marched past and the 

^ ' mounted units returned before the Prince at the gallop. The whole parade 

afterwards advanced in review order and three thundeiing cheers were given 
for the King-Emperor and the Piince. After inspecting the troops the 
Prince rode slowly round tiie parts of the ground open to the general public 
j ? and was the recipient of hearty acclamations from the thousands of all com- 

] ^ munities assembled there including a large contingent of school children in 

I picturesque parties with coloured banners displaying the names of their 

schools.

At the conclusion of the parade, the Prince performed a pleasing cere- 
mony, when he presented the Military Cross to Capt. A. M, M. Durand of 
the 133rd Battery, Royal Field Artilleiy, and a double award of the Indian 
Distinguished Service Medal, and the order of title of Bahadur second class, 
to Resildar Amir Mohammed Khan Bahadur of the 5th Cavalry. The Prince 
^ remained at Secunderabad until this evening, played polo in the afternoon on 
tlie ground of the 4th Dragoon Guards and dined at the Residency in the 
I evening. After dinner there was an informal dance at which 200 guests were 
present.

The streets 
were illuminated when the Prince returned to the Falaknuma Castle and 
were again filled with sightseers this evening. The Prince dined at Chow 
Mahalla Palace at night.

The Departure. 

The Prince took exercise in the morning when he negotiated a most 
difficult water jump twice. In the afternoon he played seveial fast chukkers 
* at polo and subsequently attended a grand Military Gymkiiana given by the 
/ garrison at Secunderabad. An enoimous crowd had gathered and gave the 
Prince a tremendous ovation on arrival. He was met by Geneial Godwin 
and Major Walker, Cantonment Magistrate, who intioduced the non-Official 
' members of the Cantonment Committee. The Pi ince presented the M.B.E. 
to Mr. Samuel Laver. 

! The Prince watched displays by the 5-8th Cavalry and the 4th Dragoon 

1 Guards with the greatest interest and joined with tlie huge crowd in heartily 
I laughing at the final, when the Atmoured Motor Company, in a comic sketch, 
produced a burlesque miniature ‘Renown’, througli streets lined by the 4th 
Dragoon Guards (mounted), the Pi ince proceeded at six p.m. to Secundera- 
j bad Railway Station, at the entiance to which a banner announced ‘Our 

I First Passenger’. The departure was private, only few chief officials being 

present, including the Resident, General Godwin and Sir Ali Imam, repre- 
senting the Nizam. The Prince expressed his regret at leaving Hyderabad, 
where he had thoroughly enjoyed his stay, polo being provided at a moment’s 
notice in all his spare time. He personally thanked Col. Hunter, Major 
Shah Miiza Beg and Major Kader Beg for the expeit exposition of the game 
they showed him.

Appa Rao, the gi-andfather of the subject of the Biograptiy, foe tl)c third share of the entire estate 
weie, owing to an unhappy mi'.take, not taken into consideration. Later on, however, Government 
gi anted to N:irasimha Appa Rao's Brancti Ciianubanda and Raviclicrla listate.s under permanent tenure 
and to tliose estates were added the Muttas of Chevendra and Tangallaimidi alienated from Nuzvid 
and Nidadavole portions of Narasimha Appa Rao’s ancestral estate. After the demise of Rani Papania 
Rao Bahadur Sri Raja!) Parfhasaiatliy Appa Rao Savai Aswa Rao Baliadiir instifufed a suit for f!ie 
one-thi) d sha)'e of the Estates of Nidadavole and Mcdur and has his suit dcci'eed by the High Court 
of Madi as, on appeal. 

Sri Rajah Parthasai-athy Appa Rao Sav.ai Aswa Rao B.ahadur has inherited the Samasthanam 
of Palavancha and Sii Bhadiachalam from his maternal grandmother. 

The Rajah Sahib has one son Si i Rajah Narayya Appa Rao Savai Aswa Rao Bahadur and he 
has three sons and one daughter. The R.ajah Sahib has established a hospital at Buragummalapahad 
his piesent Headquai ters. He has established schools, and has sunk wells for the use of his ryots and 
has also made new roads. He lately iulioduced sugarcane plantation in the Palavancha estate. He 
has also repaii cd a number of tanks and wells. The Rajah Sahib pei sonally disposes of the civil suits. 
He has powers to sentence offendeis to thiec years’ ligorous impiisonment, to line up to one thousand 
Rupees and to awaid 30 stripes. In civil cases he has unlimited powcis. Besides he is empoweicd 
to have his own Rcgistiation department and issue sepai ate stamps for use in his own Samasthanam. 
Whenever the Rajah proceeds to Hydeiabad on State occasions, H.E.H. the Nizam's Goveinment 
icceives him with marked lespect by fill nishing him with an escort of Body Guard consisting of in- 
fantry and cavalry, Slate caniage and an elephant with Amari. He enjoys the highest titles confeired 
on his ancestois by the Moghal Empeiois, and he is to-day honouied and respected by His Highness 
the Nizam. 

On the occasion of the ‘tOtli year Gland Jubilee of His Highness the late Nizam, the Rajah 
was made Mahaboob Siifiaz Vunth Bahadur and extending at the same time the Munsabs and Sowais 
each by 500 which were oiiglnally (3,000 or 2,000) i espcctively. 3,500 infantry and 2,500 cavalry and 
to use jhalaidar (fiinged) Pallaki, Juiida and Nakara. The Rajah holds a conrirmation older of the 
Peimaneat Suiinad fiom His Highness the Nizam. The Rajah Sahib's annual income fiom his estates 
is at piesent about six lacs of lupees.

Nagpur, the capital of the Centra! Provinces is situated about 520 miles from Bombay, on a 
stream called the Nag fiom which it del ives its name. It was not known of befoie the eighteenth 
centuiy, and perhaps its piesent day claim to fame is that it is one of the Hottest places in India during 
the cold season. The city was founded by the Gond Raja, Bakht Biiland, in the eighteenth century 
and subsequently became the headquai tors of the Bhonsla Rajas, and it is to the lule of the Bhonslas 
that we owe the two imposing leseivoiis of Amb.ajhcii and Telinkhei, which lie to the west of the city, 
the luma talao, between the city and the railway station, and the Mahaiajbagh and Telinkheri gar- 
dens. These, the only at chmological icmnants in and around the city, have been considerably im- 
pioved under the Biitish rule. The Mahaiajbagh contains a meiiageiie, as also does the Sakaidara 
Bagh, which stands about a mile fiom the city and is the piesent home of the Bhonsla family. I he 
Old Bhonsla palace, a fine sti uctui e by all accounts, was bin at down in 1 864. There is in the civil 
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tlfj<rccs of clcnsily by (ho people of 
(he ei(y :uul from tiie dislriets, who 
fieipiently bm.st into roiiiuls of ap- 
plause as the Royal carriai^e passed. 
The Royal tiaiu steamed into the new 
station, specially opened for the oc- 
casion at (eti o’cloclc and the Prince 
was welcomed by Sir I'lanlc Sly, the 
(b)Veinm. .\s he alighted, tlie .tpms 
at the b'oit Sitabnldi boomed tlie 
ICoyal salute, while the (lUard of 
Iloiiotir. fmnished by (he Xa.mmr 
P.attalion of 1 h e An.\iliaiy b'orce, 
which was di.iwn n(i faeint' (he tiain 
piesented aims. The members of 
the ICxecntive Council, the Ministeis, 
tile Piesideiit of the Le.i.>islalive Coun- 
cil ;md other hi,t;h Civil Ollicials and 
■Mililaiy Ollicers were presented to 
I lis K'uyal 1 li^hness, who (hen wallced 
acoiss to the K’oyal Pavilion erected 
on the station. 1 lere the Rulim^ Chiefs of the vaiions States of the Pro- 
vinces, Commissioners, Secretaries to (Government, and other distin.i;iiished 
personaties, were presented. ’I’he 35-3oth Cavahy, with colours and the 
11 2th Batteiy, Royal b'ield Aitillery had the honour of escortins' the Prince 
to Gove' iiment House, (he approach to which was lined by some Inmdreds 
of Boy Scouts and Ciirl (Guides both Puilisli and Indian, whom the Prince 
inspected -soon after his an ival. He was met at the steps of Governnient 
House by Sir Kraiilc Sly with whom, after inspectintt the Guard of Honour 
provided by the 2nd Battalion Manchester Rej^iment, with band and eolour.s, 
he entered the porch, where Miss Sly, was presented. Althoui,'h the Prince’s 
stay here was only a brief one, the city was lavishly decorated in honour of 
the visit and a larj'e number of hij'hly ornate trinii’phal arches had been 
erected at vaiions points alon.i^ the route of the Prince's diive. Many of 
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tUese were put to con\e> greetings of the \anpus Chiefs, including tliose of 
the Bastar, Ivankor nnd Sirgnja States Others were from districts and a 
few represented the indusliiea of the cil> and the pio\mccs.

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the family domiiiioiis in Malwa and Nimar, receiving botli reveiine and tribute. She e.Ncrcised, a 
general snpervision over all the State and in all questions of peace and war she exercised her supreme 
authority. She w.as actuated by a high sense of duty, and her piety and lofty principles commanded 
the respect of all. She personally attended to the transaction of public business. Her assessments 
were moderate: and she entertained an almost sacred respect for the immemorial rights of village 
officers and the proprietors of soil. She sitpervi.scd and impi-ovcd courts of Equity and Arbitration, 
and so stiong was her sense of duty that she is represented .as having been quite unwearied in the 
reexamination of the pettiest cases referred to her. Her mode of life was simple to a fault and her 
charities have become proverbial. She died at the age of 60 in 1793 at Maheshwar where a cenotaph 
was built and where large charitable and religious establishments are kept no by the State in her 
memory. After the death of Ahalya Bai, Tukoji Bao 1, who w.as appointed by her Commander of the 
Maln.afia Army administered all the territoiies held by the Holkar family. He died in 1797. He was 
a good soldier and a man of great courage. On the death of Tukoji Kao I, Vcshwant Kao Holkar 
lestored the foi tunes of the family and in 1802 defeated the united foiccs of Siudhia and the Peshwa 
near Poona. Hu afterwards carried on hostilities with the Biitish Government, in the course of 
which both sides sustained leverscs and a tic,aly of pe.icc was signed in 1805, which deprived him of 
some of his territories. In 1806, however, these territories ( Tonic, Rampur and olheis which foimed 
the ancient possessions of his family) weie lestored to him. On Yeshwant R.io's becoming insane, 
Tulsi Bai, one of his concubines, acted as regent from 1808-1817. Dining her regency comt was a 
constant scene of anarchy. In December 1817 the Military Snrdars levolled against her authonty, 
murdered her and declared hostilities against the British Govei nment. The result was the battle of 
Maliidpur in which pait of the aimy of Holk.ar w.as defeated, while the majority stood quite inactive. 
The young Mahaiaja Malhar Kao Holkar, then a boy of 11 years was present at battle on an elephant 
and behaved with spirit. ’I'antia Jog, the Minister of Holkar, had to sue for peace and the '.leaty of 
Mandsoie w.as signed on the 6th of January 1818. This tieaty regulates the relations between him and 
the British Government. At the moment of Malhar Kao’s death, his young widow Gotama Bai adopt- 
ed Mai land Kao, the infant son of Bapii .Holkar, soon after his installation in 1834 the people and the 
British Govei nment both espoused tlie cause of one Hari Kao Holkar who was the nearest suivivmg 
male member of the house of Holkar but had been for some yeais lying in prison at Mahesar from 
where he w.as now rele.ased, Hari Kao was installed on the Gadi in 1834, and Martaiid Kao, a meie 
child, was sent to the Deccan on an allowance of Rs. 300, per month. Maharaja Hari Rao Holkai 
ruled fiom 1834 to 1843. He organised the Government which was in a chronic state of disoider 
and instituted some measurers of leform. He died at Indore in 1843. Maharaja Khaiule Rao Holkar, 
adopted son of Maharaja Hari Rao ascended the Gadi. He died in 1844 at the age of 13 after a shoit 
illness. On the death of His Highness Mahaiaja Kliaiide Rao Holkar without issue the British Govei n- 
ment with the approval of Masheba, widow of M.aharaja Yeshwant Rao Holkar, they nominated Tukoji 
R.ao 11 as successor to the Gadi. In view of his knowledge of English, Persian and Sanskrit and of 
the experience which he got by his long tom in India, His Highness was considered fit enough by the 
beginning of his 18th year to hold the reins of Government and he was .accordingly invested with full 
ruling powers in 1852. He remained loy.al dm ing the Mutiny of 1857, and rendered v.aUiable and 
active assistance to the British Government in s.aving the lives of European Officeis and ladies and in 
siippiessing the lehellion.

This city, which is most enliiihtencd and showinj^ .^rowtli 
in all iliicclunts. muler the capahle mana^emetit of the piesent .Maharaja, 
was visited yeais a! 4 o hy His Royal Highness' father and grandfather. Since 
then the toittines <>f the St.ite have nndei^one rapid stiides in prngiess and 
its capital which was reaclual hy the Pi ince this morning offered an enthu- 
siastic weh'oine to liim. On alijihtinii tlic Pi ince was leceived hy the Maha- 
raja llolhai, who was simply diessed in spotless white, with the rihhon of 
the Indian ICmpire and few deci'ialions. .After shaldnt; hands with him the 
Piince shook hands with Col. Blakeaway. .Aj^ent to tlie (loveinor-Cleneial 
who introduced the h’nlinr; Princes and the Chiefs of Cential India who 
were present in liuloie, '1 here were eii;hleen of them and each was accom- 
panied hy half a dozen of Saidais and otliei retinues. Theii _0(iriieous dress 
added festive colour to the whole scene. .\fler iiispei lino the (luard of 
Honour furnished hy tlie Piitish totops in tiie company of (Jeiieral Cassel, 
(j.O.C.. Miiow, the Prince left tlie station anti entered the Koval harouche 
with the Maharaja Holkar ami tlrove in stale to Manikhai;h i’alace. The 
processional route was ahont a mile in lenjjth and lay throuf'h the heart of 
the town. The Pi ince was loudly cheeretl hy an entimsiastic crowd all 
alonj^. k'irst. to }>reet him were the j^iris and hoys from the tiilVerent schools 
and the Indore P.oy Scouts, 'I'he crtiwd was thickest opposite the Maha- 
raja’s Chatri, where the Pi ince crossed the .stream of Khaj, a trihutary of 
the Sipm. When the I’rince arrived at Manikhaijh Ikilace a .second .salute 
of thirty ;'uns was fired from the Marfand B;i”h. After the customary cere- 
mony of Mizaz. Pursi, His Royal Highne.ss e.\chanj,;ed ceremonial visits with 
the Maharaja in full .state.

The banquet given by H.H. the Maharaja Holkar in Lallbajjh P.ahce 
was the only important function of state which the Prince attended. The 
palace was bcautifiitly lighted and m the spacious hall covers were laid for 
about a hundred guests. The Prince on arnial, was rccei\cd by His High- 
ness and conducted to the reception room wliere some of the guests were 
presented to him. After the lo\al toast at dinner the Maharaja, in propos- 
ing the healtli of the Prince of Wales said -

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“In conclusion, may I request Your Royal Highness to convey to His Majesty my best assur- 
ances of devotion and attachment to his person and throne. 

“Now ladies and gentlemen, I shall ask yon to drink to the health of our distinguished Royal 
Guest. I invite all here assembled to join in wishing health, happiness and all prosperity to His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales." 

The toast was then enthusiastically received after which the Prince 
replied: — 

“Your Highness, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

“l thank Your Higlmess for the kind terms in which you have proposed my health. I have 
been looking forward to visiting Indore and making Your Highness’ acquaintance. I am deeply 
interested to see the headquarters of the Holkar State, which has played such a prominent part in the 
history of India, and to be at Indore, which became the capital of this State and the permanent seat 
of the Holkar family in 1818, when the treaty between the British Government and the Holkar State, 
which still governs our relations, w.as concluded. 

“I am also gratified to be able to thank Your Highness in person for the assistance given by 
your State in the Great War, At the outbreak of War Your Highness with a praise-woi thy and 
characteristic loyalty, put the whole of the resources of your State at the disposal of the King Emperor. 
Your Highness' Transport Corps had the distinction of serving on 3 continents and on 5 fronts — in 
France, Gallipoli, Salonika, Egypt and Mesopotamia. In every field this corps won the warm com- 
mendation of the General Officers in whose command it was included. In addition Your Highness’ 
mounted escoi t did good service in Mesopotamia. I desire to add a special word of thanks and praise 
for tile gallant officers, who commanded these units. Sirdar Baliadur Major Lutf Ah Khan aitd Major 
Bhawani Singh. These officers and llieir corps won a reputation for the Indore State of which Your 
Highness may well be proud. 

“In addition to these achievements in man-power, Yonr Higlmess was lavish in otlier forms of 
assistance. The contiihntions in money, which Your Highness made to help up to victory in various 
directions, re.aclied a total of over 22 lakhs of rupees. Among many items I single out for special 
mention a contribution of lakhs of rupees to the hospital ship ‘Loyalty’ and a sum of 11 lakhs 
given at different times to various relief funds. These acts were w’orthy of the high position occupied 
by Your Higlmess’ State and of the firm trust in your loyalty to the Crown which the British Govern- 
ment has ever reposed in you. 

“riiere have been great names in the past in the history of Holkar State sucli as Maibar Rao 
whose valour in arms brought the State into prominence in tiic 18th century, and the famous Queen, 
alluded to in Your Highness’ speech, whose name remains a byeword in Central India for justice and 
wise admiiiistratiou. I he improvements which Your Highness has carried out in the administration 
of your State, the material progress which has been secured, and the keen personal interest wliich you 
take in the w'eifaro of your subjects, mark out Your Highness as one who strives to be assigned by 
liistory and tradition a no less honoured place than that of your illustrious forebears. That your wish 
may bear fuiitiou is my earnest desire; and I feel assured that nowise act on Your Highness’ part 
will be left vuidone which may enable you to emulate and surpass the reputations of the past or to 
stand even higher in the esteem with which the King Emperor regards you. 

I must tliank Your Highness again for your kind words and lavish hospitality. It has been 
a pleasuie to me to renew by iny visit a fiiendship which has long existed between my family and the

Permission being given Mr. K. S. Fitze, Secretary to the Agent, opened the 
Durbar, when the following Princes and Chiefs were presented by territorial 
groups in the following order. 

Malwa Agency: — Their Highnesses of Dewas (senior and Junior 
branches), the Nawab of Jaora and the Rajas of Sitamau and Sailana. 

Bimdelkhand Agency:— The Maharajas of Samthar, Charkhari,Ajaigarh, 
Chhatarpur and tlie Raja of Sarila. 

Bhopal Agency:— Tiie Raja of Rajgarli, the Nawab of Karwai, the Rao 
Bahadur of Kliilchipur. 

Baghelkhand Agency:— The Rajas of Baraundha and Maihar. 

Soutliern States Agency:— The Rajas of Jhabua, Alirajpur and the 
Rana of Barwani. 

The Prince, after the introductions, addressing the Durbar said:— 

''Yoin Higllne^scs, 

“It give.^ me great pleaMire to he able to follow in the foot-steps of my father and visit Central 
India. I thani: the Riilei.s and State.s of Central India for the very warm welcome which they have 
e.V’tended to me. "Vonr Highnesses and Your Highnesses* States gave many striking proofs m the 
Great War of your traditional loyalty to the Crown and the Empire; and I can assure Your Highnesses 
that yoiir effoits and devotion have hcen noted by the King Emperor with heartfelt appreciation and 
gratitude. 

“More than a century ago this part of India was a .scene of reclining strife and bloodshed; 
1 lejoice to think that this distinguished gatheiing tod.ny is a symbol of the unity and concord which 
now pievails in Cential India. It is a source of piide to me to reflect that this peace is the outcome 
of the relalions which have been established between Your Highnesses* States and the Biitish Govern- 
ment. May the years to come hold a no less tranquil future and increasing prosperity in store for 
your States and stieiigthen our ties of mutual trust and regard. 

“I 1 egret that want of lime has pi evented me from e.xchaiiging ceremonial visits with Your 
Highnesses individually. No one attaches more importance than I do to the maintenance of old 
ceiemonial customs. These ceremonies aie hallowed by tradition and sentiment; and their omission 
on this occasion, which is the lesult of causes beyond my control, forms no precedent for the future, 
I tinst that, whenever it is possible, Your Highnesses privileges in these matters will be fully respected; 
and I thank Your Highnesses for having waived your ancient lights during my present visit out of 
consideration for me. 

It is a soil! ce of gre.at pleasui e to me to have Vieen able to meet so many of the reprcscnt.atives 
of the Ruling Houses of Gential India today. I trust that the personal acgimintancc now made will 
biiug to each of us that closer peiception, better understanding and more instinctive sympathy which 
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IS the outcome of fuller mutual kiiowlCTlge If «n> hope in tUi» ropect «> fuliiHcd, our gillienui; todat 
will indeed hate had the happiest issue 

The VernacuHr translalmn of llie <?pcech wns read by Mr. Fitze after 
uhtcli His Royal Hij^liness {jaxe ‘alar’ and ‘pan’ to the as>;eniblecl Princes 
and Cinefs, which was also t»i\en to their Sardars by the Prince’s staff. The 
Dvirbar was closed and llte Ptmee left tlte hall and, after inspectmg the 
Guard of Honour, inolored back to ^tanlckba»Il,

the iiiinoiily of Ilijai Sinyh the m.inaeement of the Sl.ite was eiili listed to 'I'liakor Jawaii Smyh till 
1888, when Hij.ii Smyh lelninetl fiom the K.ijkmnar College, Inilore, anil look ehaiye of Ins pinicipa- 
lity. Hijai Sinyh dietl in 1890, and w.is siicceetled hy his cousin 11. H. R.ija Pi.it.ip Siiiyli, C. I. K., of 
Sondwa, the piesent chief, who was hoin in 1881, anil w.is ednc.iteil :it the D.iy Colleyc at Indoie. 

Baoni. 

A Native Slate in Himilelkliantl, the Cential Intlia Ayency consistiny of 52 villayes, a fact fiom 
which it ileiives its name, anil is siinateil hetween the Hetwa anti Jiimna iiveis. Its capital is Kadaiiia, 
a small town ahoiit 13 miles fiom Kaliii, a station of Jli.iiisi.C.iwnpoie section of the G.I.P. Ky. The 
aiea of the State is 121 square miles, anti the popiil.itioii (.iccoitlimj to the Census of 1921) is 19,73-} 
souls. The aiiniMl levenne of the St.ite is ahont two l.ikh of iiipees. Its chiefs aie desceiid.mts of 
the Inilliant Im,id-nl-miilk Ghari-iithdiii, the yiantlson of As.if J.ih Ni/am of liytlei.ib.id, and Wtizii 
of the Kinpiie foi a lime, Ditiiiiy the Miitmy of 1857, N.iw.ih .Mnhamm.itl Hussain Khan .iiid his son 
Mahtli Hti'iin Kh.m, who w.is actii.illy caiijini; on the admiiiisti.ition, weie iiisli nmenlal in s.iviny the 
lives of suvei.il Kin ope, Ills at yi eat I isk to themselves. The piesent chief is li. H. Az.im-iil-Uniaia 
Iftikhai-mi-tlanl.ih Iniatl-iil-niiilk S.iliih i-Jah Maliiii Said.ii Naw.ih Moh.mimatl .Miisht.uinl Hassan 
Khan Saftl.ir J.iny, who w.is hoin ill 1896 and siicceedeil to the y.ith in 1911. He is a Sayed and 
pi of esses the Sniiiii faith. 

Baraundha. 

A petty Saiiad state in Cential Intli.i, with an aiea of 218 sqnaie miles anti a population of 
15,912. The family of the H.ii.iinidha chief is , -111 oltl one and cl.nnis to helony to the K.ayhnv.anshi 
clan of the Solar division of Kajpiits. Diiiiiif; the leiyii of Haja Mohan Sniyh a tie.ity w.as made by 
him and the Bntish Goveininent ami a sanatl was yi.inteii in 1807. 

Ill 1862 the chief of Haiaundlni I eceived an adoption Sanatl. Raylnibar D.iyal Sinyh who, 
w.is chief in 1877, obtained the personal tiisliiiction of K.ija Hahathir and a salute of 9 ynns, the latter 
distinction beiny made tieietlil.il y ill 1878. He dietl in 1885 .iiid was succeeded by J?,ija Thaknr 
Piasad Siiiyh, who dietl in 1909 and was sticceedeil by the piesent chief Gaya Pei shad Sinyh. He was 
boin 111 1865 anti is svell veisetl in Hindi anti S.iiiskiit.

A Sanad Sl.ite in the Ihindelldiand Apency. coveiinp an are.i of ')7a sqtiaie mile's and a pnpii- 
latioii of 1,1 1,723. The chiefs of llijaw.ii aie Ihiiidel.i Kajpiits and claim their descent fiom K.aja 
Chatia Sat of I’aniia. who divided his possessions anioiip his sons and J.iitpnr, liaiida, .Ajaipaih and 
Chaildiaii fell to J.ipa Kaj, fiom whom the inleis of llij.iwar aie diiectly descended. I''or the valuable 
assistance reiideied liy ihe State diiiinp the Mutiny of lSa7, to the Ihitish (Jovei mnent, the i nier of 
Hij.iwar leceived a Khil.it and a heiedit.iiy salute of 11 pinis. In 1.S62, the chief received a sanad of 
adoption and in ISififi the heieditary title of Maliaiaj.i and in 1877 the piefix of ‘Saw.ii'. The pic.sent 
Hiihnp Chief is II. H. Saw.ii Mahai.ij.i Sii .S.iwant Siiipli Hatiadnr, K.C.I.K., a KMialiiya of the Gahrwar 
family of the liindhiel.i clan. He was hoiii in 1877 and succeeded to the p.uli in 1900.

Mnikhan Sinhli dieti in 1908, leaving no heir, anil the choice of succession fell upon his father, Jnjhar 
SinKh C.I.K., who came to the K-'di on ttie Ifitti June 1908. lie died in 1920, anil was succeeded by 
the present ruler 11.11. Matiaiaja DliiiaJ.i Sipahdar-nbMnll; Aimaid.in SiiiHh In Ileo nahadnr. He was 
born in 190.1. 

Chhatarpur. 

Chliataipni is a Sanad State in Cential India under the liiindelkhand Agency. 'I'he area of 
the State is ovei 1.100 stpiaic miles with a popnl.ition of l,f.6..>'I9 and an average reeeime of over 7 
lakhs of I npces per annum. It was formcit in the latter p.nt of the eiftlitcenth century by Knnwar 
Sone Shah I'unw.ir, On llimtupat's tle.ith in 1776 his son S-irnet Sinnh was compelled to le.ave Panna. 
He retired to Kajnay.ir nc.ir Clihalaipnr and died after some ye.irs. 

Kmiwai .Sone .Shah Pnnw.ir then .Militaiy tifliccr of the said .Sarnet Sinj'h took possession of 
the lattei’s Jattir.

On Knnn.ii Sone bh.di's death his eldest son Paj.i Pralap Smuh Hahadnr was 
recognised a' his successor tiy a Sanati piantcd in 1817 while tlie remaining four .sons obtained shares 
which reverted to the Stale on tlieii ile.illis. 

Raja Pialap Siimh tiled in 18.s'l witliont any i'siie and his atlopted son Kaja Jajjat R.aj Haliatini 
was I ecofjni'ed as his successor under a fre-h Sanad in 185-1. In 1862 a Sanatl of atloption was 
Rranted to ttie Piince by I.oid Canning, in coii'idei.ition of Itie loyally of the family to the Hiitish 
dmin;' the Mutiny. 

Prom 185-1 to 186.1 the State w.is administered by Raja Piatap Sinuli’s second Rani as Re;tent 
to tlie minor Raj.i Ja^.it R.ij li.iliadni, and kept under Hiitish supeiintendence fioin 1863 to 1867 when 
Raja JaK.it Raj c.iine of arte and was Kiveii powers of administiation. He died soon after, IcaviiiK his 
infant sun Matiaraja Vi-hwa Math Sinuli. tlie present Prince to succcetl him. 

Tlie State aKain ctnne under Hiitish supervision anti remained so till 1887 wlicn Maharaja 
Visliwanatli SniKh Hahaihir w-as investetl witti powers. In 1895 the title of Mahar.aja was confirmed 
on him as a personal ilislinclion anil it was made a heietlitaiy title in 1919. His HiKhness is an edu- 
cated Prince and h.as tieeii takiiiK a lively inteiv't in the atiministration of his State. 

Tliere are numerous aicliaeoloKical remains in the Chhatarpur Raj, the most impoitnnt of 
them beiiiK those at Khajr.aho, wheie, pel haps, the finest Kroiip of temples in Xoitliern India is to be 
seen.

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All Mohan Tanka, The present Ruling family of Dhar are Ponwar Maratlias, descendant of tlie famous 
Parmara clan which ruled over MaKva from tlie ninth to the thirteenth century witli Ujjain and Dhar 
as their capitals. The most famous kings of this line and the senii-mythologicai heroes are the 
seventh, Munja Vakpati (973-997) and the ninth, Bhoja (lOIO-lOSS) wlio were themselves scholars and 
under whom Malwa and the city of Dhar, in particular, became renowned throughout the length and 
breadth of India, as a seat of learning and scholarship, Alauddin entered Dhar itself which remained 
from 1304-05 A.D. a Mohamedan possession till the defeat of Daya Bahadur by Udaji Rao Powar in 
1752. The Rajput Parmaras who had been into the Deccan and absorbed into the indigenous popula- 
tion of Marathas came again to the fore-front under the great Maratha leader Shivaji when Sabu Singh 
alias Shivaji or Sabaji Rao Powar earned a military distinction. His son, Krishnaji and grand-son, 
Bubaji added to the rising glory of the family and Kaluji and Sambhaji, the sons of the latter, rose to 
prominent positions under tlie successors of Shivaji. Kaluji's sons, Tukoji and Jiwaji, founded the 
Senior and Junior Branches of the Dcwas Slate. Of Udaji, Anand Rao and lagdeo, the three sons of 
Sambhaji, the first made several incursions into Malwa and succeeded, in the Pesluvaship of Balaji 
Vishwanath, in conquering even Dhar for a time. 1 he haughty and war-like spirit of Udaji was ap- 
preciated by Baji Rao, who granted to him, in 1725, a Sanad authorising him to levy dues in Malwa. 
Udaji had a conquered fortune for, in 1731, he sustained a defeat and was made a prisoner for having 
joined the Gackwar against Baji Rao. With the defeat of Daya Bahadur in 1732 inflicted by him, 
fortune smiled upon Udaji only for a lime for the displeasure of the Peshwa was too great and ulti- 
mately he was deprived of his Malwa possessions and they were made over to his brother Anand Kao. 
Anand Rao I (1742-49) was the first to receive a Sanad from the Peshwa confirming him in possession 
of the State and he is therefore regarded as the founder of the present State of Dhar. Anand Rao 
died in 1749 and was succeeded by his son Yeshwant Rao (1749-61), who was killed at the battle of 
Panipat on the 6th January, 1761. Khande Kao, (1761-80) a minor of two and a half years old, suc- 
ceeded Yeshwant Rao. Khanderao espoused the cause of Raghoba Peshwa who sent in 1774, his 
wife Auandi Bai to seek asylum in the Dhar fort, Baji Rao II, the last of the Peshwa, was born in this 
fort, in 1773. Dhar was consequently attacked by Raghoba's opponents and the Powar territory in 
Malwa was resumed till the surrender of Auandi Bai and her child by Khanderao. He died in 1780 
and his wife, a daughter of Govind Rao Gaekwar of Baroda, gave birth to a posthmous son who suc- 
ceeded to the throne .subsequently as Anand Rao II (1780-1807). 

Anand Rao was brought up at Baroda by his maternal uncle and was married with Maina 
Bai, daughter of Satwaji Rao Sathey. He came to Dhar at the age of 17 and overcame the opposition 
led by the Dewan, Rang Rao Orekar. A period of misfortune then followed and Dhar was subjected 
to continuous raids by the forces of Sindhia and Holker whose aid was implored by the Dewan. He 
sided with Sindhia and fought at the battle of Assayo in 1803; however, he was defeated and after 
flight to Dhar opened communications with Major Walkar of Baroda. The possessions of the State in 
Rajputana and the districts of Agar, Sunel Bersia, Tal and Mandawal were lost during his reign as 
also Badnawai which howevet was restored in 1819. 1 hese misfortunes weighed heavily over his 

spirits and to these he succumbed eventually in 1807 devolving the responsibility of the distracted 
State on his widow Maina Bai. Endowed with shrewdness, Maina Bai proved herself upto the re- 
quirement of the difficult times, foi' she soon secured a following for her and thus safeguarding her 
interests at Dhar against the intrigues of her enemies in general and of Murarirao, an illegitimate son 
of Yeshwant Rao in particular, went, to Jfandti where she gave birth to a son, known as Ramchandra 
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Rao Tins Ramcliaiidra Rio known as Ramclnndra Kao I (1807 10) I'ad a brief span of life and on

He died in 1827, without issue and his widow .adopted Hanwant Singh of 
Bhatkhcra, who was the fifth lineal ilescendant of Jait Singh, hrother of Ajab Singh, In 1872 he 
received the hereditary title of R.aja which was henceforth borne by the Chief iiiste.ad of that of Diwan, 
and a salute of 1 1 guns. On Ids deiith in 1873 Hanwant Singh was succeeded by his grandson, Pratap 
Singli. He was the first Rajput Chief to go to liiigland, whicii lie visited in 1887, and ii.ad the iionour 
of an audience will) her late .Majesty Queen Victoria. Pratap Singh died without issue in April 1890. 
He was succeeded by bis uncle, Malitab Singh, in 1890. He dietl in 1895, also without issue, and the 
Govermuent of India selected, as his siicce.ssor, the present ruler H.H. Raja Sir Arjun Singh K.C.I.E.. 
then 9 yeais old, a descendant of Thakiir Sanw.it .Singh of Bliatldiera, brother of Hanwant Singh. 

Orchha. 

Orchha Is the oldest and higliest in rank of all the Bumlel.i Slates, the only one in Bmidel- 
khatid whicii w.is not held in subjection iiy tiie Pesliwa. It lias an area of 2,079 square miles and a 
population of 101, -126. Tbe average revenue is about Rs. 10,00,000. The original capit.al was at 
Orchha. In 1783, it was traiisfen ed lo Teliri or Trikatng.irh. The Utter which is the name now in 
general use, was ollicially recognised in 1887 to prevent confusion witli the 'rehri State. The Rulers 
01 Oich/ia are Bimde/a Rajputs, claiming to be descendants of the Gaharwni s of Benares. Of ail the 
rulers, of Oichha, Bir Singh Deo (1605 to 1625) is tile most famous. He w.is a man of strong per- 
sonality and without scruples, He w.as not only .1 great wan ior but .a mighty builder, and has left 
many moiiiimeiils of his rule at Orchha. He .acqiiiied Urge ten itories and immciiso wealth. His sou. 
Pahar Siiigli w.as granted the Jahagir of Orchha by the Emperor Shaha Jahan with the hope tiiat he 
may put down the rava.ges of Champat Rai, a powerful Bundela chief. Pahar Singh was followed by 
Sujan Singh (1633-1672) ludramaiii (1672-1675). J.asw.ant Siiygli (1675-1684), and Bhagwant Singh 
11684-1689). 'I'hese chiefs served the Mogul Emperors loyally. During the time of Maliar.aja Udit 
Singh (1689-1735), the Maharailas commenced operations in Bmidelldiand. In 1729, Chliatra Sal 
called 111 the Pcshw.as to ids .assistance, and nuicli territory formerly belonging to the Bundelas was 
lost to the Maliai atlas. His son. Pi ithwi Singh, was so much reduced th.at he practically held the 
town of Oichha only, but never ackuowledgeil the supremacy of tbe Maharattas. His successor, 
Sa.iwaut Singh (1752-65). received the title of ‘Malieudia’ from Alamgir II.

Rewa. 

Rew.i is a tieaty State in Baghelkhand, Central India, with an are.i of 13,000 square miles, and 
a popiil.itioii of 1, -101,524. The average aimii.il revenue is Rs. 40,00,000. Its chiefs aie Bagel or 
Vagliel Rajputs, descended from tlie Sol.mki clan which ruled over Gujiath, from the eighth to the 
liiiiteenth Century. Veeidhaval the ruling prince of the piovince of Gnjrath, had two sons, Sukh Deo, 
and Vy.aghra Deo also callerl Beeag Deo, of whom the latter left his house m 580, and went into 
Noithein Indi.i in quest of fortune, where he made himself master of the fort of Murph.a, near the 
modem Kalinj.ir. tiradiially he e.vteiided Ids dominions- oii ;dl sides. He died in 615 and was suc- 
ceeded by his sou, Karau Singh. He added to Ids possessions a huge portion of what at pics'ent con- 
stitutes Rewa and called it B.iglielldtaud. Ke married the daughter of the R.yu of .M.andala, and 
ohiained the famous fort of B.mdhiig.irh :»s a dowry. Here he leinoved his coiiit. The pciiod bet- 
ween this Chief '.s rule ami that of Beerhhaii Deo is mote or less uiieveiitfiil. Dining the leign of 
Heeihh.'iii Deo, the Mogul Kmperor Htimayun was foiccd by Slier Khan the Afgan to dy from Delhi, 
and look refuge in Umarkoie in Sindh, The Begum of the untorliiiiale Emperor, known as Clioh 
Begum in Baghelkliaiid, was in a ilistressing coiuiiltoii and had to lake rest in the vicinity of Baiidhu- 
g.irh. Beerbhan Deo did ail he could to make her comfortable and genei ously offered her shelter. 
He sent her to Uiiiarkote under a stioiig escoit, leganlless of insiiriiiig the disple.isiire of the Afglian, 
Hum.ivun was uatuially ple.ised with the hospitality and kindness shown to Ills coiisoit. .Akbai, the 
Mogul Knipeior of immortal fame, was the son boi n at Hinarfcotc, who looked upon Beei bhan Deo 
with feelings of giatelniness. It was duiiiig the reign of J.ai Singh Deo that Biitisli influence was fiist 
esIaWished in Rewa in 1809, ill coniK-.vion with the e.xtirpation of the Pemihai ees. Jai Singh Deo 
abdicated the tin one in favour of his eldest son Vislnvaiiath Singh, who was one of the most brilUaut 
and accomplished men of his age in India, and, under his rule the State was famous for its e.xcelleiit 
.adiniiiisti alien and encoiiiagement given to the pine Arts and Sanskrit leaining The Maharaja him- 
self wrote vohiminoiislv in Hindi and Sanskrit, on Literatnic, Pliilosopliy, Science and Religion, and 
over 50 of his woiks have come down to present times. His Highness also established Couits for the 
administiation of justice on the lines of the Hindu Dhai nwsastra, and himself sat as piesiding judge 
of the coin t of appeal, in 1854, this enlightened prince died, and was succeeded by Ins sou, Maharaja 
Raghuiaj Singh. Kaghniaj Singh faithfully assi.sled the Biitish Ooveriinient dining the Mutiny of 
1857, for which the Pargauas of Sliohagpur and Amarkantak, which hart been seized by tlie Maharattas 
in the beginning of the century, were restored to him. He died in 1880, and was succeeded by his 
son, Mahaiaja Sir Venkat Raman Siiigli Babadiii, who was a pi iiice of considerable learning and en- 
lightenment, and has done much good work for his State and his people. He died in 1918 and was

THE PRINCE IN BHOPAL. 

On the morning of Saturday the ^th February 1922, the Prince and 
his party arrived at tlic picturesque city of Bhopal

Bhopal and the adjoining country He died in 1740 and was ^ucceedrd by hi> vounger but legihmate 
son Maham-id Khan who however wa> soon ouUed by the elder son \ai Mahamad with tlie help of 
the Nizam of Hydeiabad Var Maliamad I ad lluec sons Faiz Mahamad Vaseen Mahamad and H>at 
Mahamad of whom the fiist succeeded to the tli one aflei the demise of U e fatliei in 1754 After an

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Sikandar in favour of his brother Jahagir; himself accepting a Jahagir guaranteed by tlie B. 
Government. Peace was destroyed by the ambition of Klmdisa Begum. She tried to postpone 
mariiage of her daughter with Jaliangir M.alianmd with a view to retain power in her own hands, 
marriage, however, had to be celebrated in April 1833. Dissensions continued; Klutdisa Begum 
Sikandar Begum each strove after power, and at times, both coalesced to keep out the Nawab. 
1836, lie. too, devised a plot to seize the Begum, but it proved abortive having come to light befor 
had been executed. In 1837, the Nawab was restored to powei-, and Khudisa Begum retired on a 
pension of five lacs of rupees (Bhopal Currency). Nawab Jahangir died in 1844, and was siicc,. 
by his daughter Shah Jahan Begum with Sikandar Begum as Regent, who, virtually continued to 
the Slate til! lier death in 1868. Sikandar Begum was a sagaciou.s and far-seeing lady. During 
.Mutiny of 1857 she renrieied great help to the British Government, which was recognized by th^ 
tiansference of the distiict of Berasia in 1860, to the Bhopal State, and by the award of G.C.S.I., 
mark of personal distinction to the Begum in 1861. Ne.xt year a Sanad was granted by the Parani' 
Power lecognizing the succession to the Bhopal Musnad in accordance with Mahomedan law. 
the death of Sikandar Begum, her daughter Shah Jahan Begum was duly installed as the Ruling 
and her daughter Sultanah Jahan was recognized .as her heir and successor. She died in 1901, 
was succeeded by Sultanah Jahan, the present ruler, Her Highness Nawab Sultan Jehan Begum,' 
G.C.S.I., G.C.I.K, She is the third in successive line of lady-rulers, who have ruled the destinic 
the State with marked ability. Having succeeded in 1901, she personally, conducts, and h.as introd' 
a uuniber of reforms in the administiation of her State. Her eldest son. Colonel Nawab Mahon 
Sir Nasrullah Khan, K.C.S.I., controls the Forest Department and is also the Vice-Piesident of 
Highness’s Stale Council, her second son. Major General Nawab Mohsinulmulk H.aji Hafiz Moh-i 
Ob.iidnllali Klian, C.S.l. (Hon. Lt.-Col. in the British Arnty), i.s the Member, Military Department, 
the Commaiider-in-Chief, State Foices, and her thiid and the youngest son, Lt.-Col. Nawab' 
Iftikharulmulk Haji Mohammed Hamiddullah Khan, B.E., C.S.L, C V.O,, A.D.C, to His E.xcellenc 
Viceioy and Governor-General of India, is the member for the Depaitments of Finance and Law 
Justice. The Nawabzada along with other Indian Princes was placed on the staff of His Royal 
ness the Prince of Wales as an A.D.C,

The “ superiority assigned to man is by no means intended to . . 
the rights of woman,” so writes Her Highness the Nawab Sultan Je 
Begum of Bhopal, who tliis morning greeted His Royal Highness when 
arrived in her capital. Throughout her long reign — she is now si.\ty-i 
years of age— she has steadfastly applied this principle, and not only 
she personally governed what is generally recognised as the principal Lf 
medan State in Central India, but has spent a considerable time in Eiu. 
and has even made the somewhat hazardous pilgrimage to Mecca. Sii. 
also an autiior of no mean note and her books describing her travels 
those dealing with the domestic and social life of Mahomedans have attra 
considerable interest. 
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Her features concealed behind a li^ht bine burqi, a slight, \et regal 
and dignified figure, she uith her three sons awaited the arrival of the Prince 
at Bhopal station tins morning, with her ministers and iiei troops The 
Begum, who, it IS almost unnecessarv to add, is the onl\ woman uiler in 
Asia, sat beside His Rojal Highness in the Roval baiouche for the proces-

These traditions appeal to us in India with singular force, and by Yoiir Royal Highnes 
extensive travels in all parts of the Empire, and particularly by your visit to us at such sacrifice ■ 
personal comfoit, we feel, that the silken ties of attachment and devotion to the Crown are stroii'' 
than hoops of steel, and that though great oceans may roll between England and India, yet the hea 
of our King-Emperor goes out in sympathy to his people far away, to share their joys and sorrows, • 
help them in their hour of difficulty, and to smooth for them the path of progress and well-being. 

“At a time when ugly clouds still darken the horizon, the victories of the great war which tl 
Empire has won, will find their complement in the promotion of national welfare and the advanc 
ment of the arts of peace, under the sweet influence of the British Crown alone, and in Your Rc 
Highness’ visit we see the silver lining which to us Indians is an omen of hope and a message of b' 
piness and goodwill.

No occasion could, ou the one hand, 1 
a happier augury for .so important an announcement than the one which associates it, for all time 
come, with the first Royal visit to Bhopal; and no better or more abiding commemoration could,

It is, I admit, a very me 
beginning, .as modest, in my humble opinion, .all begiiuiiugs ought to be; but, affording the people, 
it does, ample opportunities for practical training and discipline, it may be safely considered as the i 
step towards the establishment of still closer relations between my Government and my people, 
on the cultivation by the people of that true sense of responsibility, which is the key-note of all r., 
seiit.ativc Govei umeut, will solely depend the extension of their share in the affairs of the State 
witheverystepforwardoutheirpart. in tluat direction.

Mahadji Sindhia took lull advantage of 
tlie position of affairs to establisl) his supremacy in Nortliern India. In 1790 liis power was lirmly 
established in Delhi. While lie was indulging ambitious liopes, he fell a prey to fever which ceded 
his remarkable career on 12th February 1794. Himself a military genius, Mahadji Sindhi.i s aimies 
reached the zenith of their glory under the disciplined training of the celebratetl French adventurer- De 
Boigue. Mahadji w.as succeeded by his grand nephew Danlat Rao in who.se .service Feiron, a .Military 
Commander of great renown played a leading part. The strength of Sindhia’s army was, howevei, 
considerably weakened by the reverses, sustained at Ahmednager, Assaye, Asirgarli and L.isw,ui. 
Danlat Rao Sindhia died in 1827. Till his death he remained in undisputed posse.ssion of almost all 
the territories which belonged to him in 1805. Mis widow the famous Baizabai adopted a boy who 
was installed on the gadi as Jankoji Rao. He died in 1843. His widow Taiab.ii, adopted a kiusiii.m 
who succeeded Jankoji under the name of Jayaji R.ao Sindhia. During his minoriiy there weie a seiic' 
of complicated political intrigues in the court. The British Government inteifered and kej't the .Sl.ite 
muter a Council of Regency, The Maliaraja attained majority and assumed the adminisir.ilioii oi his 
dominions ill 1853. Dinkar Rao (afterwards Rao Raja Sir Dinkar Rao .Miishir-i-Klias B.ili.ui.n. 
K.C.S.I.), one of the ablest of Indian statesman, became the .Mahai aj.i's piime mini-ter. Dining i.

The Maharaja held a durbar at 12-30 in honour of the Prince in the 
magnificent hall of the palace, which has witnessed many gorgeous scenes 
in the past. All the leading Sardars and State officials, about 250 in number, 
were seated in rows. The public witnessed the scene from adjoining rooms. 
The Prince was ushered in by a flourish of trumpets and escorted to the 
silver seats by a long procession of Chobdars and State officials, and personal 
staff of ills Royal Highness and the Maiiaraja. A song of welcome was sung 
by si\' dancing girls to the accompaniment of a string band. 

Tlie ceremony that followed was simple. 'J'he state officials were 
presented to his Royal Highness. The Maharaja garlanded the Prince and 
gave him atar pan, the same courtesy being shown to his Royal Highness' 
personal staff, and subsequently, the Prince gave atar pan to his Highness. 
The function, though simple, was cast in magnificent surroundings. 

Public Park Opened. 

Before a large gatiiering of spectators the Prince performed the open- 
ing ceremony of the King George Park. A huge pandal in semi-circle form 
was erected for visitors and the Prince sat under a golden canopy with the 
Maharajah. The President of the Municipality, in welcoming His Royal 
Higlmess to open the Park, referred to previous Royal visits to Gwalior, the 
memory of which was ineffacable. His Majesty’s plea for wide sympathy 
had completely changed the outlook of the country at the time when he 
delivered the famous speech in the Guild Hall, This park was the generous 
gift of the Maharajah to his subjects, which had been impelled by kind 
thought and the desire for bettering their physical condition. The address 
was enclosed in a golden casket and presented to His Royal Highness.

The Prince 
and the Viceroy then slowly went round inspecting the statue amidst vocifer- 
ous cheers and came back to the dais where Lady Reading and Lord Ravv- 
linson were standing. While the salute of 101 guns was being fired the 
Prince turned round and was very lustily cheered by tlie assemblage. The

watch the progress of your community with (he closest attention. Yon may be confident that Gieat 
Biitaiu and the Empiie will not forget your community who, me so united in their devotion to the 
King Emperor and who gave such umm.stakable tokens of theii att.achmeiu to the Empne by then-

26th February 1922. 

At fi»e People’s Fair. 

The Prince attended divine service in the morning. In the afternoon 
his Royal Highness visited the Punjab Provincial Mela, where were more 
than 30,000 people of ail classes assembled. It originated in the desire of 
the leaders of the Punjab to give the Prince a really popular welcome. His 
arrival at the pavilion was announced by a flourish of trumpets, and the 
Prince, who was riding with his staff, was followed by troopers formed of 
the retainers of the frontier chiefs. 

The Prince went round the whole arena twice, and every time he was 
welcomed by outbursts of enthusiastic cheering. At the foot of the Royal 
pavilion, he was received by Sir Shadilal, Chief Justice, President of the 
Mela Committee, who introduced Mr. M.S.D. Butler, Cliairman of the Sub- 
Committee. 'I'he Members of the Provincial Mela Committee were also in- 
troduced to his Royal Highness. 

After the Prince had taken his seat, several items on the programme, 
such as wrestling, acrobatic feats, ram fighting, etc., were gone through. The 
mvisical ride by the Patiala Lancers evoked applause from the crowd. After 
an hour’s stay the Prince motored back to Government House, and just 
before he left the arena the autliorities allowed the crowd to come and see 
the Prince at close quarters. Tliey pressed round his car and gave him a 
tremendous ovation when he left. 

27th February 1922. 

At the Workshop. 

The Prince visited the Locomotive Shops first, at the entrance towhicli 
he v\as met by the Agent, Mr. F. A. Hadow.

Faridkot.

throut^h the luorninj^ mist the peiiks of the more lofty jukI i^rfindci hinges. 
It was a pleasant contrast to the conditions on the plains, which, clnrinjl the 
last few days, have threatener! to be uncomfortably warm. But before the 
day was over, Satwari was to give His Royal Highness yet another example 
of the varied weather India can produce when really put upon its mettle, for 
soon after midday theie were several very slight showeis of rain, followed by 
a dnststorm which raged throughont the day without interini.ssion. This did 
not prevent the Prince from playing polo, however, anti he had quite a good 
if a somewhat dusty game against the Kashmir team. 

The otVicial programme was that His Royal Highness to-day should 
be in Jammu the winter residence of the Maharaj.i of Jammu and Kashmir. 
But fate ruled otherwise, because theie was plague at Jammu, with which its tall 
.spires and golden pinnacles, lies .some live miles away. Quite hurriedly the 
Maharaja had to sti ike camp and begin his anangements anew at Satwari, 
even to tlie e.xtent of making a new polo gronncl out of what but a shoit 
while ago was merely rough maidan, Satwaii is a tiny hamlet under normal 
conditions, but now it is one great canvas city. The people who clieeied 
His Royal Highness so heartily when he arrived, came in fioni all paits of 
the province of Jammu, and .some even from Kashmir itself. They all con- 
gregated later in tlic day on tlie polo ground, and there could not have been 
less than 25,000. Tlie morning was mainly occnpierl by the foimal exchange 
of visits, but there were a variety of events duiiiig the afternoon and evening. 
.Mter the polo, the college and .school boys, who had assembled in the 
giounds of the Prince of W'ale.s College were presented with sweets and 
later alms were distrihnled to the poor at (he Sri Pratap Bagh. 

The State Banquet. 

.The Piince attended a State banquet to-niglit which was iiekl in a big 
‘Shaniiana' close to the Royal camps. The huge dining tent was ta.stefiilly 
decorated, and cover was laid for 120 people. The guests included General 
Sir William Birdwood, General Officer Commanding, Northern Army; Col. 
Comdt. and Mrs. Ranken, Surgeon-Genera! and Lady Edward.s, The Prince 
on arriving was received by His Highiie.ss who introduced the principal 
guests. After introductions, the Maharaja conducted the Prince to the 
door of the dining tent and left him there. His Royal Highness had Mrs. 
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Windham, wife of the Resident on his right and Raja Sir H.ari Singh on 
his left.

or military career and to be a good citizen of the Empire. 

“It is my privilege to lay the foundaiion stone of one of these schools on this spot. I ti ust 
tliat I may at the same time communicate to the school, which will grow np here, those traditions of 
courage, loyalty and devotion which inspired my comrades in arms from tlie Western Punjab in the 
Great War." 

After the reply the stone was declared laid, and Hi.s Royal Highness 
presented a number of medals including an S. 0. S. M. to a Bhisti who had 
won his decoration at Dakkn. 


THE PRINCE IN PESHAWAR. 


On Saturday morning His Royal Highness arrived at Peshawar, the 
famous British Frontier outpost. 

Tins ancient and hisloric city pi obabiy derived its name from Paiashawaia or Piiriishapma, 
the seat of a King, named Purnsti, altliongh the present form Peshawar is referred to hy Akhar, whose 
loudness for innovalion is said to have led him to ciinnge the name to Peshawar, the 'Frontier Town'. 

‘ Peshawar is situated in !!ie midst of the debateable gioiind of the Indian Emyiire, and its tiaditions go 
far back into the earliest day.s of Aryan colom'safioii. In the 8(li cenlniy of the Chiistian era it fell 
into the hands of the Afghans and has since been held by a score of successive conqueiors, until 1848, 
when it came into tlie possession of the Britisb. 

The North-West Frontier Province, as its name denotes, is situated on the noitb-west frontier 
of the Indian Empire. 'Hie greatest length of the pioviuce is 408 miles, its gieafest breadth 279 
miles and its total ai ea about 39,000 square miles. The territory falls into tliree main geogiapincal 
divisions; the Cis-Indiis distiict of Hazara; the narrow strip between tile Indus and the Hills, contain- 
, ing the Districts of Peshawar, Koliat, Baiiu and Deni Ismail Khan, and the ragged mouiitainons regions 

on the north and west between those districts and the border line of Afsibanistan. Hazara and the 
four districts in the second division contain 13,418 square miles. 'I'he mounlain legions, north and 
west, are occupied by lubes subject only to the political Control of the Chief Coimuissioner in iii.s 
capacity as Agent to the Goveriior-Gciieral. The area of this tract is roughly 25,500 squaie miles and 
in it aie situated, from iiorlli to south, the political agencies severally known as the Malakand, Kbyber, 
Kiiii am, i ochi and Wana Agencies, Each of the Deputy Commissioners of the five adniinisteied 
districts is re.sponsible for the management of political relations with ceilain tiibes or sections of the 
; tribes actoss the frontier. A few liundrcd miles of the trans-border Tenitoiy are iutenially adinini- 

-steied by the Political Agents, but the bulk of the trans-border population is free from any internal 
: interference, so long as offences are not committed and so long as the tiibes observe the conditions on 

• which allowances are paid to many of them.

Some 
of these weapons were decorated with silver plates and j.ide ruujs. The Jiri;.! 
was a queer lookinj; group, composed oi men of all .md ages. Some of 
the melt had travelled very f.tr to meet the IViiue. to whom thev paid homage. 
During the return jonrnev tlic troops at various places were ma*seif on tlic 
Toads\dc> twwl the citurc route of 34 miles was gturdcil bv men of the Fron- 
tier Constabulary.

Marches of this Province and our homes in the King Emperor’s name with undiminished vigilance. 
Since the ever meinorahie visit of Your August Father, the King Emperor, the mateiia) piosperiiy of 
the Province has, as our railways, roads, canals, schools, and hospitals testify, steadily advanced in 
spile of wans, great and small.

THE PRINCE AT DEHRA DUN. 

Dchra Dun, tiie Guru's city, was originally founded by Guru Ram Rai, tiie originator of a sect 
of ascetics, early in t!ie eightceiitii ceufury after in's failure to obtain tlie recognition of his claim to 
be made Guru of llie Sikhs. The temple of the Guru, built in 1699, still stands, and consists of a 
central block, designed on the model of tlie Emperor Jeliaugir’s tomb in which the Guru’s bed is still 
pre.seived, and smaller monuments at the corners in memory of his wives. Around the temple are 
three large sacied tanks. 

Lying as it does in the most thickly-forested poition of India, Dehra Dun and the valley in 
which it is situated, i.s always a mass of green vegetation. The mo.st ontstanding public building is 
the Forest Research Scliool wliicli contains a magnificent collection of forest products and models of 
mechanical devices, used in forestry, besides a natural history museum; and a recent organisation in 
connection witli the s'chbol is an institute for research into all matters relating to sylviculture and the 
admiiiLtration and e.vploitiiig of forests. Of other, buildiii.gs of public interest iniglif be mentioned 
that occupied by the Imperial Cadet Corps. 

13lh March 1922. 

The Prince paid a three hours’ visit to Dehra Dun to perform two mili- 
tary functions. He was received at the station by Sir Claud Jacob, who 
presented tlie Commander-in-Chief and Colonel Lascelies of Armv Head- 
quarter.L Motoring to the Cadet College, he inspected the Guard of Honour 
furnished by the 9th Gurkhas, Welcoming the Prince to open the College 
General Jacob said: —

“It is my higli privilege to-day to ask you to be pleased to open this College, which will pre- 
pare young Indian gentlemen for an Officer’s career in the Army. After a long apprenticeship on 
many haid-foiigiu battlefields, finally won in the Great War, came the giant of the King's commission 
to India’s sous.

Taking Farewells. 

In llie afternoon the Ptiiicc had been bu.sy in taking farewells from 
those who had been closely associated with him dtiring the whole tour.
